Others again from 
ſome Family: Receipt, many Years toge- 
ther handed down as ſome Sacred Re- 
lique, by way of Tradition, and kept with- 
in their oW-ẘu Walls, as they will tell you, 
for many Ages, till at length falling to che 
Share of one unwilling the mighty Trea- 
ſure ſhould be longer conceaPd, or rather 
for turning the Penny [which is termed.

all Perſons of a common Capacity, whe- 
ther it be reaſonable to venture their Lives 
[as too many of them do] upon ſo deſpe- 
rate and weak a Buttom. 

If an idle Mechanick, or other Tradeſ- 
man, having . run out his Subſtance, and 
not caring to Work at his proper Occupa- 
tion, procuring a Diſpenſatory, or ſome 
other Phyſick Book in his Mother Tongue, 
ſhall thereby underſtand, that Gamboge, 
as it is called, and Elaterium, or theJuice of 
the Mild Cucumber, are the moſt powerful 
Remedies to cure a Dropſy ; that the Root 
of Bryony will do the ſame ; that Hellebore 
is good for Melancholy, or Mad-People ; 
Mountain-Flax for the Gout and Rheama- 
tiſm; that Coloquintida, or the Bitter Apple 
will do mighty Feats for young Women; 
that Mercury will cure the French Pox ; 

Opium give Eaſe; and the Glas of Anti- 
mony ¶ ſo call'd] will Vomir, and the like 
of ſundry others diſpers'd up and down 
in Phyſick Books: If, I ſay, ſuch a Per- 
ſon as this ſhall ſer about [as perhaps the 
ſame Book may inſtruct him] the making 
of Extracts or Elettuarier, Pills, Tinctures, 
or Elixirs, giving each of them ſome 
ctamp Name, much more if he ſhall 
deliver them out as he buys them 
at the Druggiſts Shop, what is it 
that he may not accompliſh!

fay, What Miſchief is he not qualified 
to perpetrate ? when, perhaps, the over- 
poiſe of the Scale is ſufficient to do Exe- 
cution upon ſome, and a Doſe impropor- 
tionate, to kill the ſtouteſt Man in the 
Kingdom. At the beſt, if any Good can 
be done [as it may ſometimes happen] 
It is like ten or twenty People's falling 
down a Precipice, where one or two only 
have the Tuck to eſcape, and that not by 
their own Skill or Foreſight, ſo much as 
ſome unforeſeen Incident in their Favour. 

If it be here objected, that you do not 
hear of many ſuch Miſchiefs befalling 
thoſe who have bought theſe Remedies? I 
will readily allow the one half of them 
to be of ſuch a Nature, as to do you nei- 
ther Harm nor Good ; and theſe ſeem 
only levelPd at your Pockets; whilſt o- 
thers are often found more dangerous to 
the Experimenters thereof. 'Thus, I ob- 
ſerve, among the Delinquents formerly 
call'd to an Account, and puniſh'd for ſuch 
like Crimes, one John Not, and divers 
others, were Fin'd and Impriſon'd for having 
kild ſundry Perſons, with one or other of 
the before-mentiond dangerous Medicines. 
Thomaſine Scarlet, with other Women, 
for tampering with Mercurial and Antimonial 
Remeates, by which others were miſerably tor- 
mented, and many deſtro d. William For- 

B 3 reſter, 
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reſter, 4 Prieſt, Simon Foreman, 4 pre- 
tended Aſtrologer, and one Trig 4 Shoe- 
maker, but deſperate bold Empiric, for-the 
lite Evil and fatal Practices with ſome Chi- 
mical Preparations. Another for giving Co- 
loquintida, another Elaterium, by which 
ſome Perſons were murther'd gs it were 
upon the Spot. Another Prieſt, one Evans 
by Name, was Proſecuted and Impriſon d, 
for that it was proved, inſtead of preaching 
the Goſpel, he had run out of his Province 
and kilPd ſeveral Perſons with his Antimoni al 
Cap; and leaſt you ſhould think our preſent 
Medicine- makers more honeſt, a late Au- 
thor has inform'd us upon his own Know- 
ledge, That a great Parcel of the courſeſt and 
fouleſt Horſe- Aloes were even ſeen, and had 
been refuſed by ſeveral Farriers for, fear of 
miſchiefing their Beaſts, was bought up by one 
of rheſe wretched People, and made into Pills, 
left to ſell at ſeveral Places for the moſt uſe- 
ful Purge, and ſuited to all Diſeaſes and 
Coxſtitutions ; Under the fatal Operation 
of ſome of which, I have ſeen my ſelf 
three ſeveral Perſons deſtroy'd miſerably, 
and many more, with the utmolt hazard 
of their Lives, cſcaping. 

Indeed, were the Phyſicians Province 
ſo very eaſy as theſe Empirics would in- 
duce the People to believe, and that

Gargles and Waſhes, many ; for the whole 
Face and Hands, Chymical Waſhballs, be- 
ſides Pearls, Cream Balls, White-Pots, and 
Caſtards, ſome from Rome and Itah, o- 
thers from Venice. You ſee how far theſe 
Fn] | B 4 good 
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good People travel even for Remedies to 
remove Freckles and clean our Faces. 
Come we now to the Breaſt, and here we 
have Lozenges in every Corner for our 
Coughs and Colds, Tinctures and Elixirs for 
the Lungs ; Tinfures likewiſe to ſweeten 
the Breath, and for the Phthiſick, and 
Aſthma ;, Cordials of all ſorts for the Heart, 
and Rectificators of our Vitals, which if 
we believe the Quack Authors Account, 
will ſupply the Place of all other Reme- 
dies whatever, being Specifical to the 
whole Body as well as particular Parts. 
Shall we deſcend lower, and view the Diſ- 
eaſes of the Stomach, Spleen, Liver, Womb, 
Kidneys and Bladder ? and here we have 
the Elixir Mag. Stom. with ſeveral Re- 
finers thereupon ; Pills, Powders and Tin- 
tures, great Variety, for all ſorts of Ob- 
ſtructions ; to drive away Melancholy from 
the Spleen, we have the Hypo- Drops; for 
the Stone, whether in the Reius or Bladder, 
we have Powders, Iinctures, DiftilPd Ma- 
ters, Volatile Cleanſers, and Diſſolution 
Salts; for Cholick and Gripes, Spirits, Tin- 
dtures, Waters, Pills, Elixirs, and what

Spirit, firſt 
Colin to, King Atyia aforeſaid; for the 
Itch, Waſhes, Oyntments, Girales, all very 
ſafe, and harmleſs as the rankeſt Poyſon, 
which too many, without any Prepara- 
tion of their Bodies, running upon Head- 
long, have wofully experienc'd. But to 
proceed; we have Conſamptions of all 
ſorts pluck'd up by the Roots: we have the 
Kz#ne's-Evil cur'd by that eminent Phyſico- 
Chyrargical Parſon, the Chaſt, Honeſt, and 
Pious Mr. / s the C——y-M—n, 
who has told you at leaſt once a Week 
for theſe eight or ten Years [leaſt you 
ſhould forget him] that he lives in S 
L ; laſtly, to bring up the Rear of 
this Raſcally Regiment, you have Mother |

Symptotus, of 'which' they thought them- 
ſelves purſuing the Cüfé; aßd here 1 
think I have a fdir Oppottuaity to ac- 
quaint you, that thoſe very common Re- 
medies, With which. more eſpecially; the 
Town is ſtdckd by Cf, and EH, 
I mean the Spirits of Scorvy-grdfs [corhou-. 
ſands of hon each has ptov'd a very ſcurvy 
Spirit} whether plain or purging, Have 
been ſore of che moſt pernicious and de- 
ſtruazve Remedies that were ever adver- 
tis'd in Publick, eſpecially to the Hor, 


ſaline, ad Ali, hdeniattted Habits, whoſe 


Blood Has been thereby fired to that de- 
gree, and che Diſeaſe ſy aggravated, that 
I have feen hundreds of them broke out 
with Blotches and Bbils, who were clear 
before the taking thereof; others have 
become as ir were Leprous; others drove 
into Hecticks and Cdnſumptions, and tbe 
Spots or Eruptions growing ten times 
worſe under the expected Remedy. Ks 
OM D ö 
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is it likely it ſhould happen otherwiſe, 
where no regard is had, as I ſaid before, 
to theſe three different States, 'Tempera- 
ments, or Habits of Body, but led away 
with the empty Name of Spirits of Scorwy- 
graſs, giving the ſame promiſcuoufly to all 
of them. 7 F 
From theſe Spirits I might paſs to o- 
thers, tho' not of the like Nature, yet of 
the ſame Form; particularly the two late 
ones ſet up for Sale by ſome of the ſame 
People, I mean the Spirit of Ground- Ivy, 
and the Spirit of Bohea-Tea, as to which 
my time will not allow me to make far- 
ther Remarks, than that they ſeem all of 
them to contain much more of the Arti- 
ficial Productions of the Element, made 
uſe of to extract them, than the ſimple 
or natural Ones of the Plant they are 
drawn from; or, fas an excellent Phyſi - 
cian has well obſerv'd of ſome others} 
that they are rather Creatures of the 
Fire, than real or inherent Qualities ex- 
ſting before therein; and that notwith- 
ſtanding they m 2 4 well enough ſuited 
to ſome few Caſes, where the hot and 
{pirituous Regimen [as Phyſicians, call it] 
is allowable, yet, generally ſpeaking, they 
are much more hurtful than beneficial ; 
and whoever. will be at the Pains. of infu- 
ſing or ſteeping the well-dry*d Plant in hot 

9 Water, 
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Water, as the common Tea is prepar*ds 
or taking the clarify'd Juice from the 
Green one, when the Seaſon will admit, 
will have a Remedy infinitely preferable 
to theſe fiery Spirits. 
As to the Teas, peculiarly fo termed, a 
fooliſh Cuſtom has now brought them in- 
to ſuch Requeſt among People of all forts, 
that to go about the crying them down 
were to little purpoſe; nor indeed till we 
know what better Amuſement to intro- 
duce for there is, it ſeems, no Conver- 


ſation that can be upheld without ſome 


tipling of one kind or other] in their 
room, would it be expedient. The pre- 
ſent have many powerful Advocates on 
their ſide, any one of which might en- 


danger the over- ſetting a ſingle Adver- 


ſary; for firſt of all, if theſe Liquors 
were diſus'd, the Crown would be robb'd 
of a conſiderable Revenue; the E. 1. C. 
put to their Trumps to ſend abroad ſo 
much of our Silver, which they barter 
away for theſe dry Leaves, and ſome 
other Toys and Trifles, eſpecially the 
Earthen Ware that comes along wich them; 
[but ſure it is no more than right, that 


thoſe who furniſh the Regalio, ſhould ſend 


us likewiſe che Utenſils with which ir is 

diſh'd out]; and laſtly, to name no more, 

the Grocer would be at as great a loſs to 
:. 0.0 get 
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get off his Loaf- Sugar; ſo that upon all 
theſe Conſiderations, we will leave it 
where we found it, with this farther Ad- 
monition to all thoſe who have a value for 
their Gums and Teeth, if nothing elſe, 
that they would leave off thus perpetd- 
ally Codling or Parboyling of them, un- 
leſs they intend them, at long run, to be 
ſerved up at the ſame Table tor a ſecond 
Courſe. In a word, I can't think any &f 
theſe ſcalding hot Infuſions, fit for any 
other than a Phyſical uſe ; but if they muſt 
take place, methinks *tis great pity we 
are oblig'd to ſend ſo far tor ſomewhat, 
whoſe Place [were we minded to make the 
Enquiry] might be as well, if not much 
better, ſupply'd at Home, it being a cer- 
tain Truth, that no Man walks a Mile 
from the Fown's end, but treads upon 
many a more uſeful Plant than this; but to 
return to our Subject, the Scorvy. 

There is, farthermore, ſcarce any thin 
ſo common, as to find this Diſeaſe 
complicated with ſome others, requiring 
variety of Preſcriptions and Compoſitions 
ſuited to the preſent Indication, that is, 
ſuch other peculiar Ingredients in the Anti- 
ſcorbutick Mixture, as may beſt anſwer the 
varicty of Symptoms, which are ſo vari- 
ous at ſometimes, that the higheſt Pru- 
dence, and great Judgment, is often 

wanted 
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wanted to trace out the Original, and to 
know certainly, whether the ſame are 
Symptoms only of the Score), or primary 
and original Diſeaſes of themſelves: thus 
to inſtance, In the Head, we have often 
Giddineſs and great Pain, like a common 
Head. ach; rotten or putrid Gums in the 
Mouth like the Canker, as the good old 
Women call it; ia the Breaſt, Palpitation of 
the Heart and Swooning : ſhortneſs of the 
Breath, as in the Aſthma; in the Belly, Cho- 
licks and Bloody Flaxes, as from other 
Cauſes ; with wandering and flying Pains in 
the Limbs like the Rheumatiſm ;, together 
with ſundry other intricate Symproms, 
which in adapting our Remedies to the 
Diſeaſe in general, are always molt heed- 
fully to be reſpeQed; and for which there- 
fore, none of theſe Quack Remedies, how 
carefully ſoever compounded, can make 
a neceſlary Proviſion. 
My third Exception againſt theſe Em- 
pirical Medicines publiſh'd in this way, 
was taken from the Conſideration of the 
{ame Diſeaſe circumſtantiated differently 
one Day, perhaps one Hour, from what it 
was in that before, or may be the follow - 
ing, and requiring alſo a quite differing 
Method in the Cure: And here I ſhall 
give Example in that moſt terrible, but 
common Diſtemper, the Gravel and Stone, 
D 3 which 
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which in the Fit requires one Remedy; out of 
it, another; or if too big to paſs [here alſo 
the learned Phyſician can only judge] one 
Intention; if paſſing, a ſecond; and if paſſed 

into the Bladder, a third: And here, I 
ſay, the Preſence of an experienc'd Phy- 
ſician is as much wanted as any where, 
and a Miſtake herein has often coſt the 
poor tormented Patient his Life ; torment- 
ed, I fay, by his Diſcaſe, and ſtill farther 
tormented by a Quack Remedy he had 
raſhly taken; but farther to enlarge up- 
on this Subject by way of Explanation. 
When the Stone then is fix'd in the Kz4- 
ney, and too big to paſs [known only as 
above by the Scrutiny of an able or expe- 
rienc'd Phyſician] all we can do here, is 
rationally to blunt the Pain with Anodyxe 
or Opiate Medicines ſuited thereunto 
whillt in the mean time we try to ſheath 
the Acrimony of the Humours by proper 
Emulſions, Almond-Milks, and other ſoft 
or Mucilaginous Medicines, as Phyſicians 
call them, having regard alſo to the 
bloody Water that is ſometimes made, 
when the Stone ſhall happen to ſhift its 
Place, and with its Points or Angles 
wound ſome of the tender Veſſels. 

When the Stone [being paſſable] is 
moved down into the Ureter [the Paſſage 
om ie Mane to the Bladder, ſo named, 
about 


ſmooth,” or ſlippery Medicines, as 
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about the bigneſs of a ſmall Gooſe quill, long, 
and ſomewhat diſtorted like the, Letter /} 
we are then, by ſome oyly, glib, ſoft, 

before ob- 

ſerved, Tarpentine Cliſters, alſo emollient 
Os and Baths externally, to attempt the 
dilating of theſe narrow Piper, and make 
way for its deſcent or paſſing on; in the 
mean time, direQing alſo [as aforeſaid] pro- 
per Anodynes to appeaſe the Pain, or blunt 
the exquiſite Senſation thereof; and believe 
me, whoever ſhall give or take at this Jun- 
cure, either Tippinz's Liquor, the Volatile 
Cleanſer, Rogers's Powder, or any other, e- 
ven Honorato Fornello,Gent. and no Phyſician, 
his Diſſolution Salt, will run great danger 
of encreaſing their Torture, plugging up 
the obſtruct ing Stone, and miſerably de- 
ſtroying you; the mildeſt Diuretic, or 
Urine-forcer, doing, at ſuch times, incre- 
dible Miſchief: And altho' ſome of them 
may be after uſeful, together with dilu- 
ting Liquors, to cleanſe the Paſſages, and 
waſh the Kidneys ; yet the Continuance 
of them unſeaſonably, has ſometimes 
both weaken'd the Urinary Parts, and 
brought more of this ſabulous or gravelly 
Matter, together with ſome concreting 
Salts out ot the Blood, than might other- 
wiſe have. fallen down; ſo that upon all 
theſe Conſiderations, you muſt ſurely be 
D 4 ap- 
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apprized how dangerous it will be for you 
* rely upon any of. theſe, however cele- 

rated Remedics, ſold up and down the 
Town by Cuacks, or» ignorant Perſons ; 
not one of which either ever was, or can 
be ſo contriv'd, as to an{wer all the pro- 
per Intentions, how ſpecrfically ſoever they 
are compounded; Of which farther pre- 
fently, When we enquire into their Na- 
tuts e 


My fourth Reaſon for diſſwading you 
againſt theſe Medjcines, was taken from 
the vaſtly diffcring Cauſes, giving Rifle - 
to the ſame Diſtemper, and which are al- 
Ways carefully to be reipected, in our 
Phyſical Preſcriptions for the ſame. And 
here I ſhall ſet before you, one of the 
moſt common ſand which through tam- 
pering firlt of all with Quack Remedies, 
and old Wives Recepts, at leaſt for want 
of timely Application to the learned Phy- 
ficlan, makes one of the moſt conſiderable 
Numbers in our Bills of Mortality] that 
is a Co-ſumptior, of which, beſides the 
general diſtinction of Original and Sympto- 

matical, we have from one of the beſt 
Writersof this Diſtemper [and who knew 
as well as any other how to cure it] the 
tollowing particular ones reckon'd up; as 
a Corſumptin from great Loſs of Blood, or 
dther Evacuations, as from Ulcers, Fiftula's 
TOUR eld C4 APO EL I 
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oſtems; from giving Suck, a Looſeneſs, 


wy or Seeks > Lone 
Diabetes, Sweats, Saltvations ; ' likewiſe, 


Conſumptions from a Dropſj, the King o- Evil, 
Scoruy, Aſthma, Melancholy, Stones in the 
Langs, the French Pox: Again, there 
are Conſumptions from the Green-ſickneſs, 
Intermitting Fevers or Agues, Pleuriſies, 
Jaundice; from the Gout, Rheumatiſm, 
with certain others too tedious and unne- 
ceſſary farther to take notice of. 

Now altho' in each of theſe we have 
one general Aim, vg. the recruiting the 
decay'd Habit; yer not only the Symp- 
toms , ſuch as the Cough, Looſeneſs, 
Sweats, Fc. afford divers Indications, and 
a different Management, but in each of 
them, very ſingular regard is to be had 
to the original Diſeaſe, of which theſe 
Symptoms are only Conſequents: Thus 
for Example, if we think to cure a Con- 
ſumpt ion irom the Evil, with the ſame Re- 
medies we ſet upon another from a Drop; 
or if we undertake to cure another from 
bleeding at the Noſe, or other parts of the 
Body, with thoſe we direct for the Cure 
of one from an Aſthma, Scorvy, or Jaun- 
dice, we ſhall find our ſelves very much 
out of the way of obtaining our deſired 
Ends: No wiler is he, who enterprizes 
the Cure of a Pocky Hectic with Antiſcor- 
eaticks, requir'd in the Cure of a Canſump- 
29 tion 
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tion from the Scorvy ; nay; if he mix not 
the Connter-goi/on, I mean ſome Mercurial 
Preparation, with his Pectoral or Anti- 
phihiſical Remedies, at leaſt orders them 
not between whiles, he will find he is do. 
ing ſomewhat worſe than waſhing the 
Acthiopian White, that is loſigg his La- 
bour only, but is acceſſary alſo to the 
x Man's Death, which, in all proba- 
nility, had been prevented by the Care of 
2 more underſtanding and expert Phyſi- 
cian. In a word, he who fancies he can 
cure any one of theſe Conſumptions we 
have already recounted, with the ſame 
Regimen, that may be truly - uſeful fot 
{ome other of them, 1s upon the ſame level 
of Underſtanding with the Undertaker, 
to fit all Bodics with the ſame Suit of 
Apparel; ſince it is manifeſtly apparent, 
that in each of them, the Method ' muſt 
be in ſome Particulars varied, and conſe- 
quently many of them thus - differing, 
even radically one from the other, there 
can be no radical Cure [according to the 
vain: Pretence of one of our preſent Re- 
ceipt Quacks] by any ſingle Remedy 
whatever, even that very common Symp- 
tom attending almoſt all of them, eſpe- 
Lially towards the Concluſion, I mean the 
Cough, requires the utmoſt of our Caution 
and Circumſpection, in endeavouring wn 
calc 
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afe the Sick herein; for tho“ many of 
hem bear Opiates well, and that we can 
o little or nothing without them, as inthe 
Melancholy particularly, and ſeveral others 
ith a thin Catarrh, or with a dry Convul- 
ve Tickling, and a tolerable good Breath- 
ng - yet in ſome others, as the Scarbutic 
ith a tough Phlegm, difficult Expettor ation, 
ind ſbort Breath; in the Hydropic, and eſpe - 
tally the Afthmatic, half a Grain of Lau- 
lanum, given by ſome Quack or Empiric, 
has ſent many of theſe People to their long 
Home; the Authors of whoſe untimely 
Ends [had Juſtice taken Place] ought, 
from the Gallows, to have been ſeat after 
them. 

I come now to my laſt Objection a- 
gainſt theſe Medicines, which I took from 
the ſingular and unaccountable Antipat hies 
of particular Perſons, againſt ſome parti- 
cular Ingredients in a Compoſition ; 
which, how mean ſoever it may appear 
to be raiſed here, has always had great 
Regard in Phylic ; and the want of Fore- 
ſight or Pre-conſideration thereof, has 
been exceedingly pernicious to ſome Pa- 
tients, and has alſo diſgraced the Phy ſician. 
Jo inſtance in one or two Examples: Some 
few Hyſteric Women there are, who receive 4 
very ſingular Relief by a full Doſe of Musk 
or Czvet, whereas 4 Grain of either, to the 

e greater 
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greater Number of that Sex, is exceedingly 
diſpleaſing, und to ſome of them has been al. 
moſt fatal. Again, There are ſome of both 
Sexes who can bear Opium well, and ſleep 
quietly therewith ;, whilſt others are confound- 
#4, and almoſt diſtracted, till the Effects of 
it are worn off. The leaſt quantity of Honey 
will purge and ſwell up ſome as if they were 
Poiſon'd : Hence Diaſcordium, Venice- 
Freacle, and Mithridate, »ot only upon 
this Account, but ſometimes alſo upon ſomt 
other Secret, or, as we ſay, natural Anti- 
pathy or Averſion, inſtead of being eAnti- 
dotes, are like Poiſon it ſelf to ſome parti. 
cular Conſtitutions, Mint-Water to one I 
know, is the moſt certain Vomit, tho it ſtops 
that Complaint in almoſt all others. Saffron, 
4 Cordial to the generality, I have alſo, obs 
ſerved by the like Secret, Antipathy, has cau- 
fed others to faint away, either by the Smell 
ar Taſte. It were too tedious to reckon 
up more of this kind, which the prudent 
Phyſician, by converſe with his Patient, 
and Enquiries of this Nature, can eaſily 
obviate and provide againſt ; bur of 
which, in this publick way of purchaſing 
Quack Remedies [I wilh I could ſay that 
were all] you mult run the Hazard. 

I have given only a ſingle Inſtance un- 
der each Head of theſe Objections, that 
I might not ſwell this little Tract beyond 
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ts intended Bounds; and indeed to have 
ngled out edch Diſeaſe, and commented 


Fhereon, would have been to have writ 


{ kind of Phyfical Hiſtory for the uſe of 
Phyſicians, who know, perhaps, already 
at leaſt many of them] more than my 


elf, inſtead of ſome ſhort Hints and In- 


ſtructions, for the uſe of others, and for 
whom this preſent Diſquiſition is only in- 
ended; for there is no Diſtemper with 
which we are afflicted, but in unfolding; 
fter the ſame manner, I could eaſily 


make it appear, and I hope alſo, convince 


you, that no Remedy for any of them, 
recommended, can be ſecurely 
rely'd on; that it may poſſibly afford 
ſome Benefit, but much more probably 
do you a Miſchief ; or in other Words, 
that in about twenty, there is one Chance 
for, to nineteen, againſt you, Who then 
that has his Senſes would thus act in the 
Dark in an Affair ſo valuable as their 
Health? Or who thus throw the Dye, as it 
were, upon the Drum-head, for their Life, if 
they could avoid it? 51 | 
Can you now believe it poſſible, in ſo great 
variety of Symptoms, appearing under the 
fame Diſeaſe, ſome of them jo contradictory to 
each other in their Indications or Intentions 
of Healing ; ſo great Affinity or Likeneſs of 
one Dileaſe with another in ſome common 
SHmp- 
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Symptoms, yet requiring, as you ſee, 4 ba. 
vious Method, the Miſtakes in which have 
been of the higheſt Conſequences ; ſach diver. 
fity of Habits or Conſtitutions likewiſe to be 
carefully reſpected; alſo the ſudden Changes and 
Alterations ; the different Appear ances one Hour 
of the _ Diſtemper, from what it was the 
Hour before, or may be next, and calling for i 
quite different Preſcription ; the Sympathies and 
Antipathies natural to ſome certain Perſon; 
likewiſe to be obſerved : I ſay, if you can be- 
lie ve all theſe are to be provided for by any 
ſimple Quack Remedy whatever, left to, ſell 
at a Tradeſman's Shop, you muſt believe 
at the ſame time, that a Taylor, Shoe. 
maker, nay, that any Old Woman who 
can neither read nor write, nor yet 
ſpeak intelligibly, knows as much of Me. 
ditine as the beſt of us all; or that one 
who never look'd into a Humane Body, 
may be as well acquainted with all the 
minuteſt Parts therein, their Scituation 
and Uſe, as the greateſt Maſter of Anato- 
my. But I mult believe better of the 
Generality of my Readers, moſt of which, 
I dare think, have been thus impoſed on 
for want of having the Truth ſet in a clear 
Light, and in a Way ſuited to their Un- 
derſtandings. e 
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F Shall — male a brief Enquiry ito 
the. Nature: of hel Remedies, ſuch 
of them, I mean, as by one way or other 
have come to light; for I pretend not to 
be thoroughly acquainted, unleſs with ve- 
ry few, nor wpuld I give: one Farthing to 
be Maſter f them all; and theſe I ſha 
divide into two ſorts, 1, Such as, "M68 
way alter; 2, Such as empty our Dogs of 
ſome particular Humours. , 

. I ſhall begin with the. Alterative, the 
principal of which are, che Stomach Medi- 
cines, as ſuppoſed ta ſtrißg at the Root of 
Diſeaſes, and (Promoting, the firſt Dige- 
{tion ; among which, the Bitters are che 
moſt famed, and of which we have great 
Plenty. The ,Rpyal, Bitter Iinctare; the

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Stomath Elixir, E9c. theſe are all of them 
prepar'd of one or Othet, fever ir more, of 
the following Simples; Gentian, Galing al, 
Zedoary Roots; Tops of Centaur) and 
Wormwood, Orange Peel [which is the chief 
of the Great Elixir} Seeds of Cirdimome 
aud Coriander, to which ſome add the 
Aromnatics or Spices, ſuch are Natmeps, 
Cloves, Mace, Ec. theſe ſhould. be infugd 
cold for ſome — in Wine, or in good 
French Brandy; büt are generally [for a 
Worldly Reaſon } ſteep'd in a ſtinking, 
naſty Malt. Spirit, or at the beſt, a Mo:

In remarking” theſe, when duly prepas 
red às afbreſaid; Jam far from under- 
valuing what all Phyſicians frequently di- 
rect as they ſee occaſion; but the prepo- 
ſterous Uſe, or the R them without 
Advice, has render'd them 'rather Mif- 
chievous than Beneficial ; 4 ſad Tnſtance 
of this we have iti out common Mbetters, 
as they are called: Now theſe People, it 
is certain, in ſome of our Taverns about 
the Exchange, meet with a much whol- 
ſomer Bitter than moſt of the foregoing 
Spirits; but their conſtant Recourſe to it, 
their doubling and redoùbling their Gids, 
or Half Pint Oui, inſtead of ſtrengthening, 
ſoon deſtroys the 4 one of theit Sromaths; 
entirely cxtingurſhisg: their naturat Heat, 
par- 
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8 in a manner its Coats, after un- 
nding or relaxing the Fibres thereof, 
and laying afleep its Stimulus or Eſurine 
Ferment [calld ſo by ſome Phyſicians] or 
rather drowning the ſame ; fo that inſtead 
of exciting or raiſmg what they aim at, 
when they come to the beft furniſh'd Ta- 
ble the very ſight of the Food fatiates, 
and the Steams make them riſe up 
ſometimes and run away from the ſame : 
They ſtreight grow palPd and faint, and 
having no way to recruit their Spirits, are 
forced to return, if not to their Bitters, 
perhaps to the Brandy Bottle, at leaſt they 
take Sanctuary in the Tavern, where the 
Cook is confulted to put ſome Cheat upon 
their Stomachs, and humour. their Appe= 
tites, with the Wing of a Pheaſant, or a 
Partridge, tho' that of a Lark is oft as 
much as they can compaſs : till the Night 
far ſpent, top full of their beloved Li- 
quors, they come reeling Home : After 
their firſt Sleep, the Fumes flying. off 
which had impriſon*d their Senſes, they 
faſt co retching ; then rite again when 
that is over, and return to Wher. Thus 
in a very little time ſome hundreds of 
brave Conſtitutions have been broke, and 
the molt promiſing of our Citizens [at 
their firſt ſetting out] in a very few Years 
hurry'd into their Graves. 1

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It may be here, [and that reaſonably] 

reply*d, that it is the Abuſe only of theſe . 
Remedies that does the Harm, which I 
can readily grant; but the Extolling of 
them in all caſes of decay'd and loſt Ap- 
petites, has firſt of all led many People 
into this Abuſe: And thus I have ſeen a- 
bundance, ſome too of good Rank and 
Faſhion, that having accuſtom'd them- 
ſelves at firſt to a few Drops, quickly af- 
ter roſe to Spoonfuls, and at laſt full 
Glaſſes of theſe Tinctures and Elixirs, 
which in ſhort time, has as effectually de- 
ſtroy'd them, as that Helliſh Liquor the 
Gene va does the common or poor People; 
for *ris not the Bitters, how good or uſeful 
foever, will defend the Stomach from be- 
ing prey'd on by the fiery Spirits they are 
infus'd in; nor indeed will any the molt 
noble Spices [which rather help farther 
to inflame] the richeſt Coyd:als, the Citron, 
and the Cinamon brought from abroad, 
have any better effect; nor in few Words, 
to be plain, will there appear other diffe- 
rence in this kind of Suicide, or Self-Mur. 
ther, betwixt a Basket-Woman and a 
Lady of the firſt Quality, were a Jury to 
be impannePd for ſuch Enquiry, than 
that the former had deſtroy'd herſelf with 
a Spirit of Nine Pence a Quart, the latter 
with one of Forty Shillings. 
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Again, here is a farther Miſchief ac- 
crues by theſe Stomach Tindtures, that be- 
ing thus [as we have already obſerved} 
celebrated for weak and decay'd Appetites, 
we have divers Hectital and Cosſampti ve 
People, others in Fevers; Women alſo la- 
bouring under immoderate Fluxes of 
Blood; ſome with a hot, bilious, and 
aer id Serum therein, that by theſe Reme- 
dies ſuffer unſpeakable Damage. Three 
I have lately ſeen, whoſe Ruin might have 
been fairly imputed to theſe hot and burn- 
ing Elixirs. One bleeding to Death at 
Noſe, had a Bottle of one of them, which 
ſeem'd a ſort of Elixir Proprietatis, at his 
Beds Head, of which he had drank for a 
Month before in Wine, according to ſome 
Quack's Advice, and which I am fatisfy*d 
had contributed mightily to the poor 
Man's Death: The contrary Regimen to 
which, I mean the Barley-Muater, Milk and 
Water, Aſſes-Milt, or the like, had been 
much fitter for him, and very probably 
had reſcued him from this fatal Symptom 
that put an end to his Days. But having, 


1 ay, loſt his Stomach by hard Drinking, 


for which, eſpecially, theſe kind of Re- 
medies are extoll'd, this had been recom- 

mended as a never failing one. 
Now in ſome of theſe, or other Caſzs 
eircumſtantiated thereumo, where they 
E 2 ha vs 
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have been found neceſſary or thought 
proper: but particularly in Intermitting 
Fevers, in cold Habits, in Retching, Sick- 
neſs or Loathing, and ſundry others, Phy- 
ſicians have always preferr'd the Infuſions 
of ſome of theſe Bitters in fair Water, to 
the rectify'd Spirits or Wines either, un- 
leſs in ſome peculiar Caſes, and to much 
better purpoſe, adding, as they find oc- 
caſion, three or four Ounces of a ſteeled 
Wine, or perhaps two or three of the 
compound Wormwood Water, to a Pint 
of the ſaid Infuſion; but farther to con- 
vince you of the Inſufficiency of theſe Re- 
medies for the Ends they have been re- 
commended, I could give you a very late 
inſtance in a Gentleman of good Note 
in this City, who by too much good Fel- 
lowſhip, having whetted away his Sto- 
mach, fell into violent Vomitings, grew 
teveriſh and thirſty, with other Symprams 
of an approaching Conſumption, ſuch. as 
Cough, Looſeneſs, and Morning Sweats: 
He had, for a Month paſt, drank ſeveral 
Bottles of the Great Elixir, with other 
famous Bitters or Stomach Tinttures, that 
by ſome of his Companions, from printed 
Advertiſements, had been recommended 
to him, but (till growing weaker, he was 
prevail'd on at laſt to take farther Advice, 
which he had from me, and which was 


[ after 
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[after taking off the Violence of his Retching 

45 4 22 of Lemon, 75 of N — 
wood, and Syrup of Quinces, with half 4 
Grain of Laudanum] that he ſhould only 
ſup a little fimple Mint-Water, ſcalding hot, 
three or four times a Day, with as — 
4 Chicken Broth as warm, betwixt whiles, 
which Method, when he had ſtrictly fol- 
low'd for about a Week, he found him- 
ſelf better, even heyond Expectation, and 
in leſs than a Month [by other proper 
Preſcriptions] recover'd gradually his Ap- 
petite and Strength alſo. I have recited 
this Caſe, to ſhow you, how eaſily Per- 
ſons of Worth and good Senſe too, are led 
into a Snare, by the ſpecious ſhew and 
large Character of ſome Quack Medicine, 
for the beſt are no other, when raſhly ad- 
viſed to a Perſon the Author never ſee in 
his Life, nor can be therefore appriz'd 
what particular Symptoms or Conditions 
may happen to render ſuch Remedy much 
more injurious than beneficial, how va- 
luable ſoever the ſame might have been, 
if the Caſe were differently circumſtanced, 
or directed by the Judgment of a Phyſi- 
cian thereinto enquiring, without which 
[if you dare credit one who pretends to 
know, at leaſt, ſomewhat of the Matter] 
your ſafeſt way will be to meddle with 
none of them; or if you mult be making 


» 
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the Experiment, you will find any Apo- 


thecary in your Neighbourhood, will fit 


you with a more ſuitable Stomach Bitter, 
from ſome Phyſicians Preſcript on his File, 


and at an eaſter Price alſo than you can 


purchaſe ſame of theſe deſtructive Spirits. 
The next of the Alterative Remedies. 
I ſhall obſerve, ſhall be choſe which they 


call their Cardials [whether deftilPd Wa- 
ters or Spirits] a pleaſant, Word indeed, 


the very Name reviving us. In this 
Claſs we are preſented with Coratals An- 


gelical, Royal, Golden, Imperial, and I. 
know not how many, others; beſides the 
Redifyers of all. our Vitals formerly obſerv- 


ed; together with the Spirits and Drops, 
as Angel-like alſo, and as Iufallible, without 
Number. ng „ 

Now to all theſe I have the ſame Ob- 
jection as againſt thoſe laſt mention'd, 
when taken thus unadviſedly : Moreover, 
ſome of them I find ſcented [in hopes to 
plea ſe the better] conſequently prejudicial 
to a great many, and molt of them prepar'd 
with a foul Eagliſhb Spirit, and ſo in like 
manner with the former, hurtful to all. 
And, indeed, tho' Cuſtom has apply'd 
this Word Cordial, in a manner wholly to 
Ome hot and ſpirituous Liquors, or di- 
ſtill'd, if not rectity'd Spirits; y et it often- 
times falls out, that a Draught of cold 


Water 
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Water with Vinegar, is a. nobler Cordial 
in ſome of the Womens Hyfteric or Vapour 
Fits, or a few Drops of Spirits of Harts- 
horn in a large Draught of Spring-Water, 
than the richeſt Cordial Spirits or diftitPq 
Waters you can come by : Nay, in fome 
ſanguine Conſtitutions, theſe Outrages of 
the Spirits will be encreaſed frequently b 
theſe laſt, and the Fits much lengthen'd, 
which are preſently taken oft by the firſt. 
But farther, this promiſcuous uſe of 
Cordials, thus ſold to you at the Shops, 
makes no Proviſion for particular Caſes ; 
for altho? the Compoſition were to conſiſt 
of half a hundred the moſt precious ſingle 
Ingredients, yet till the Spirit with which 
they are drawn off, or in which they are 
infuſed, is exceedingly pernicious to many 
infirm or weakly Conſtitutions, where the 
common People are ready to ſurmiſe they 
are moſt wanted. And truly, every Re- 
medy of this kind ought to be ſuited to 
the Patient's Circumſtances, as to habit of 
Body and other Conditions, or as the pre- 
ſent Symptoms indicate; of which, none 
but the Phyſician, upon Sight or Enquiry 
into the Caſe, can be a proper Judge: 
And thus he will find the Cold and Phleg- 
matic can diſpenſe with the warmer ; 
the Hot, Dry, and Hectical will want the 
mokt temperate ; and certainly theſe, un- 
| | E 4 leſs 
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leſs in great languiſhing or loſs of 7 
from their profuſe Sweats, will ſcarce 
bear thoſe of the milder ſort; with which 
alſo ſuch particular Waters, or other In- 
gredjents, whether Pearl, Coral, or fins 
Chalk Cas good as either for this Uſe] muſt 
always be added, as have reſpect unto the 
ſaid feveriſh Ferment, and this proneneſs 
to ſuch Sweats; and in plain Truth, ge- 
nerally ſpeaking, a Mill. water, a Snail- 
water, Milk and Barley-water, or [as before 
obſeryv'd] the Aſſes Milk, are the beſt Re- 
ſtoratives or Cordials for ſuch Patients, and 
have recover'd great Numbers which 
would inevitably have been deſtroy'd, 
had they truſted to theſe Argelical, Impe- 
rial, Royal, Galden Rectificators, or other 
pretended Cordials of like kind. How- 
ever, if Matters are come to that paſs, 
that you cannot live without a Dram, let 
the middling Folks ſend to any Coffee- 
houſe, and there they will find Br andy, 
Ram, Rack, Uſquebaugh, Ratifia, Alkermes, 
or Golden Coraial, and ſuch like. The 
Rich, at ſome of the ſame Places, may 
hear of Citron and Barbadoes or Jamaica 
Cinnamon Waters; whiltt the pooreſt ſort 
mult be content with Ro Gin, which 
alike will do the ſame Execution: Or if 
you would go a little more adviſedly to 
work, be your Circumſtances what oy 
: WI 
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will, if either unable or unwilling to pay 
for better Advice, conſult your Apothecary, 
who, as I told you hut now, concerning 
the Stomach Remedies, will aſſiſt you with 
a Cordial much fitter for you, as well as 
in likely hood, cheaper than you purchaſe 
ſomething in the other Way; but whe- 
ther a Diſeaſe or a Remedy, is uncertain ; 
the one happening as commonly as the 
other. As tothe Volatile Spirits and Drops, 
you have little need to pay halt a Crown 
for half an Ounce, ſince every Chymiſt 
will furniſh you with Yolatile Oply Salt, 
Spirit of Hartſhorn, Salt Armoniac, Caſtor, 
Lavender, with forty others for your Fits 
of any kind, or other Diſeaſes of the 
Brain or Nerves, at a quarter the Price ; 
and at the ſame time, ſome of them in- 
ſtruct you better in their Uſe, and which 
may be moſt ſafely ventur'd on, or do you 
the leaſt Injury, than the Quack who keeps, 
as we ſay behind the Curtain, and ſo as 
he can but get your Money by telling you 
ſome fine Story in his printed Bills or Aa- 
vertiſements, cares not one Half - penny 
whether he Kills or Cures. 

To theſe we will joyn the Auodyne, Pain- 
eaſing, or compoſing Mixtares, called like- 
wiſe Cordials, tho* many of them much 
fitter to be termed Poyſons: in which, the 
prime of the Compoſition or Foundation 
is 


58 The, Modern Quacks, 
is Opium, or ſome Preparation thereof; 
which, notwithſtanding, granted by all 
Phyſicians to be the moſt ſerviceable Drug 
in Phyſick, preſcrib'd with Judgment; 
yet taken thus inadvertently, and without 
reſpect to the juſt Symptoms and particu- 
lar Circumſtances calling for, or forbid. 
ding it, the moſt dangerous and de- 
Aruttive of all others, and by one half 
Grain of which, in the /o/id4 Form, or a 
few Drops in the liquid, ſome; People have 
forfeited their Lives to the Ignorance of 
2 knaviſh and unskilful Director thereof. 
I have here a large Theme to dwell on, 
but an intended Brevity at firſt, will not 
allow a great many Reflections at this 
Time; to haſten therefore, 'tis with ſome 
of theſe Compoſitions that I have known 
the moſt ignorant Quacks, even an Old 
Woman, that have raiſed to themſelves 
a wonderful Reputation ; far what would 
not the Perſon in Pain give to have a little 
Eaſe ? How can they do leſs than extol a 
Medicine that was the Cauſe of it? Hence 
I as this fort of Remedy is one of the 
molt likely, with which a Phyſical Deſpe- 
rado can ſet up; for if in great Extremi- 
ty the Empiric ſteps in and throms the Dye, 
that 15, pours, down the Doſe, admit the 
Chagce, ſhould come up right, and the 
Sick recover, how is he now cry'd up 80 
- the 
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the moſt famous Doctor, thus curing as 
it were by Enchantment? Suppoſe he 
dies, tho* perhaps the Relations or Friends 
may, yet is the Patient himſelf ſecur'd 
from, telling Tales, or reviling him any 
way; beſides, it it was a trading Medi- 
cine, it will be difficult to find the Au- 
thor. The Shop-keeper who ſold it, will 
only tell you, Joa have made ſome Miſt abe, 
104 gave too much, or you repeated it too 
ſoon; and there's the utmoſt of your Sa- 
tisfaction. And how, indeed, ſhould it 
often happen otherwiſe, where neither 
the Sick nor the By-ſtanders are Judges 
whether the Caſe requir'd it, nor the ori- 
ginal Murtherer, having got the Money, 
and keeping out of light [as ſome do] re- 
garding whether it did or not. And thus 
1 have {cen within theſe ſeven Years paſt, 
at leaſt half a Dozen of Men, Women, 
and Children, ſeat out of the World on 
this ſleepy Errand, when YVomits, ſharp Ciy- 
ſters, Capping, Bliſtering, and all other 
helps, were either too late calPd in, or too 
weak to overcome the ſtupefactive Doſe : 
Of theſe, ſome were the Quack M——'s, 
others Mr. W——*s, others H——'s, o- 
thers D—'s, and others G 5s; the 
two laſt, among their ignorant Admirers, 
being reputed for the molt underſtandiag 
Phylicians. If divers others have eſcaped,

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it has been rather the Effect of a ſtrong 
Habit of Body, or a vigorous Conſtitution 
of Spirits, than the Medicine- Maker's 
Mercy : Or if others again have not pre- 
ſently received Injury thereby, yet being 
ill fuited, or ill timed in ſome other re- 
ſpects, it has been accompany*d with ve- 
ry unhappy Conſequences of a divers 
Nature : And how, as I faid before, 
ſhould it otherwiſe fall out, when a Re- 
medy of this Nature is taken by one who 
knows nothing of ſuch Conſequence like 
to eniue, and deliver'd by another little 
or nothing wiſer. For preventing then, 
what I can, theſe Miſchiefs till ſuch dan- 
gerous Medicines, eſpecially, are with- 
held trom you, and the Authors of them, 
as they ought, condignly puniſn'd, I will 
here ſet down ſome tew of thoſe particu- 
lar and more obvious Caſes, wherein theſe 
$tupifying or Compoſing, theſe Anodyne or 
Pain eaſing, or Quieting Coratals, as they 
are called, are abſolutely hurtful, and for- 
bidden by Phyſicians. | 

1. Without preparing the Body, at leaſt, 
when Coſtive, emptying the Bowels by Clyſters, 
they are ſcarce ever to be given at all, 2. All 
fuch as are reduced by long Sickneſs, and 
brought very low, with a weak and trembling 
Pulje, muſt never meddle with them; thus

ing Pill, at any one of your Neighbour 
Apothecaries, than you mult perhaps give 
a Shilling or Eighteen pence for, to {ome 
of theſe vile ignorant People. 

Before I quit this Head of Purging Re- 
medies, I may well, I think, ſubjoin a 
few Words relating to the purging Pow- 
ders, Lozenges, and Sugar Plamb:, parti- 
cularly ſold for the Worms ; which Name, 
as I ſaid of the Scorvy, is now in like 
manner become a Subterfuge of Ignorance 
tor every leſs apparent Diſtemper, or the 
more hidden Symptoms of the Dilcaſcs, 
eſpecially of Children, and ſome grown 

ru F 3 Per- 
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Perſons; of which, rather than aſhgn no 
Cauſe at all, we preſently ſay, the great 
People have got the Scorwy ; and the little 
Ones the Worms, and accordingly ſet upon 
the Encounter, either by Spirits of Scorvy- 
graſs or Worm-powder Purges ; and un- 
doubtedly, many under this dangerous 
Miltake of both forts, are lamentably 
harraſs'd, alſo Scores of little Infants 
yearly deltroy'd, by the very Remedies 
the unhappy Parents were prevailed on 
to adminiſter, in order to deſtroy theſe 
ſuppoſed Worms, ?Tis chiefly for theſe 
poor Infants and young Children, theſe 
Comfits or Conficts have been prepar'd, 
which under a ſweet Cover, contain fre- 
quently a conceal'd Poiſon ; and inſtead 
of being a Bait for the Vermine, they 
ſometimes have proved the Child's Bare. 
*Tis not that I think the Mercury ſome» 
times put in, as ſuch directly, which [aot- 
withitanding the Quack M 7s Re- 
marks] is by the ableſt Phylicians daily 
order'd, and allow'd to be the moſt noble 
ct all others, provided the fame is rightly 
prepared, duly doſed, cautiouſly preſcribed,

For admit you go upon a wrong Suppo- 
ſition, you certainly encreaſe the Hettic 
Fever, the Cough, Cholick, or Belly-ach, the 
Looſneſs, Sweats, and all the Tribe of 
threatning Symptoms of perhaps an al- 
ready far advanc'd Conſumption ; and 
throw your Child very probably into thoſe 
very Convulſions you were hoping to pre- 
yent or cure. 

"Tis not, I ſay, ſufficient, becauſe your 
Neighbour tells you her Child was juſt like 
yours, his Noſe itch'd, or he rubb'd his 
B—h, and ſhe gave him ſome of Mr. M—r's 
Powder, which brought away a Worm, and 
the Child grew well; or for that another's 
Breath ſmelt ſtrong like yours; his Belly 
ach'd, and he was thus recover'd : A third 
grated his Teeth exactly like your Child; he 
ſtarted in his Sleep; ſlept with the White of 
his Eyes diſcover'd or half open; lay ſtupid ; 
was ſometimes Bound, at others Looſe, and had 
the like Succeſs upon taking the purging Sugar 
Plumbs; for altho' theſe and ſome others

upon others, as they do particularly ſome

Let not then, I ſay, the long Catalogue 
of Cures in an half Sheet Advertiſement, 
any longer amuſe you; for it is, I have 
told you, the Cuſtom of theſe cheating 
Empirics and knaviſh Qaacks, to furniſh 
you with theſe kind of Regiſters, the 
eaſier to deceive you; and if One only 
out of a Score have chanced to receive 
Benefit [and I may well juſtify the 
Word, the odds being much larger againſt 
you] you hear not a Word of the Nineteen, 
who either. received none at all, if they 
were not injur'd ; but that Ore ſhall fur- 
niſh a Tale for them to tell a quarter of a 


Year after; and I know they have been 


ſo diligent to get Intelligence of the Suc- 
ceſs, that there are Pertons employ'd by 
them for that purpoſe ; tho? I deny not 

put ſuch an acceptable piece of News ay 
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be fent them, for Joy that the poor Child 
was thus Jas they call it] miraculouſly de- 
liver d of a large Worm, of ſuch or ſuch 4 
Size, to be ſure always the largeſt, tho? 
that is little material. This ſtrait alarms 
the whole Neighbourhood, and every ſick 
Child in the Pariſh [ſome, tho? never ſo 
well by way of Prevention] is deem'd 
immediately full of Worms, when away 
preſently to Powders, Lozenges, or Sugar-

Upon ſuch a ſimple Hint as this, a wor-

People, not one of which was ever bred 
up either to Phy/ic or C birargery, but were 
Originally Weavers, T aylors,- Merry Andrews 
ar Jack Puddings to ſome Mountebank of 
the like or the ſame Extraction.

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Apothecary ; and having learnt to wi 
the Counter on a Market Day againſt 
the Cuſtomers came in, as well as th 
Pots and Glaſſes, by a ſort of Inſpira- 
tion, he was gifted with the Knowledge 
of the Virtues of their Contents; and 
ſome Reaſon or other [beſt known to 
himſelf] being tir'd with the Servitude, 
he ſtroles to London I the beſt Qu acł- 
Market in the Kingdom] falls to connin 
of his Books, where he preſently found 
Mercurius Dulcis, mix'd up with any Parg- 
ing Pill, would cleanſe 0 off the Matter of 4 
Clap; that Salt Peter would remove the Heat 
of f Urine, and Turpentine heal up the Breach, 
With this ſmall ſtock of Underſtanding, 
but much greater of what the World calls 
Canning, he opens Shop, that is, falls to 
publiſhing Quack Bills; and now at laſt 
he ſays he has procur'd [that is for his 
Money purchasd3 an Univerſity or College 
Cap, tho' in likelihood it is no better, if 
it be other, than a Scotch Pealer*s Bon- 
net. The third of them, I mean the no- 
ted Dr, Wright [I have been told by one 
who had it from his Fellow Clerk] Was 
2 t out to a Scrivener, ſo that his Know- 
dge alſo in this part of Medicine, came 
by Infuſion ; and, indeed, if all be true 
b aus he has performid greater Won“ 


ders 
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ders with his Medicaments than all the reſt ; 
for he tells us, they will diſcharge the Pox 
Vrinally, i. e. by the way, or under the ſhape 
4 Vrindl, or in plainer Terms, that 
' they will make you piſs Urinals, for this ſure- 
ly is the true Conſtruction of this learned 
Doctor's Phraſe; being a coneiſe Man, 
he was unwilling to add another Syllable 
for fear of ſpoiling the ſound of the 
Word. But leaving the Education of 
ſome, I will now let you into the vil- 


lainous Practices of others of them, by 


which you may be inform'd, they have 
more ways to get Money than by ſelling of 
a Box of Pills, which is by means of Te 
Setting Dog, or Servant ſo call'd. Thus if 
they fee a Perſon in good Habit, one of 
theſe who is placed for that purpoſe hard 
by, in the Cloſe of the Evening [the 
uſual Time of Buſineſs] watches his co- 
ming out, dogs him Home, and brings 
back Intelligence, who, or what he is; of 
which Knowledge the 1 2a is now to 
make his Advantage; for ſome Days after, 
as if paſſing accidentally by, he looks in- 
to the Shop, if a Tradeſman, and ſeeing 
the Maſter behind the Counter, or per- 
ha ps at his Door, he makes a Nod and ſo 
g0c5 on,; or if a private Houſe, the next 
time he comes, he gives him to under- 
ſtand, that the Day before, his Buſineſs 2 
ng 
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ling him to ſuch 4 Place, he durſt have ſworn 
he ſee him go into ſuch a Houſe; but wo mat- 
ter, for he was always tender of a Gentleman's 
Reputation. By this the 


poor Gentleman 
finding himſelf diſcover'd, muſt now buy 
his Peace as well as he can ; that is, he 
muſt either take more Doſes to as little 
poſe as before, for which he paid his 
Money as he had them; or the Quacł tel- 
ling him his Caſe is uncommon, a Pox of the 
worſt ſort, and he maſt be Salivated : In or- 
der to which he offers him the beſt Cham- 
ber and Bed in his Houſe, provides every 
thing for him, telling him farther, that 
now knowing him to be an honeſt Gentleman, 
and a Man of Worth, he will have nothing 
more of him till he is well. Under this Di- 
lemma, the unhappy Patient muſt com- 
ply, or if he leaves him, compound for 
gecrecy, and lie ata Knave's Mercy. 

To confirm this, I ſhall make a ſhort 
Recital of a Caſe I had from the Geatle- 
man's Mouth who was concern'd. A 
Perſon of good Subſtance and Figure alſo 
in his own Country, coming up to London 
upon ſome Suit in Law, in ſeeking for 
Pleaſure [give me leave for once to quota 
one of the Quack Bills] met with a Clap, 
and one of the like Bills being a few Days 
after put -into his Hands, as he was a 
Stranger to the Town, and taking all for 
a7 ek Rd IT Goſpel

Goſpel he read in Print, eſpecially finding 


the Doctor was one of our before-ment1- 


oned Licenſed Phyſicians, he trudges away in 
the Evening, and by the help of the Light 
in the Lanthorn over the Door, preſeatly 
gets under Covert in the Paſſage, knocks 
at the inward one, when being admitted, 
the Servant rings a Bell, and down comes 
the D—1 of a Doctor, in his Velvet Cap, 
Silk Gown and Slippers, where the Bargain 
was quickly ſtruck; inſtead of an eighteen 
Penny Box of Pills, five Guineas were 
paid down, and [it. being found in the 
uſual Cant, a hot and fiery, or dry corro- 
ding Pox, at the firſt of the Iafect ion] 
upon Diſmiſſion five more; for which; 
this modeſt Undertaker, ſeeing him ap- 
pear like an honeſt Gentleman, would 
credit him upon Honour: But to go on 
with our Story; when he had purg'd 
him pretty well, a Swelling fell down 
upon his private Parts, at which, the Pa- 
tient [as alſo the Doctor] was alarm'd, 
not knowing, doubtleſs, what Method to 
take with it; however, he gives him 
ſome Olntment, and goes to work with 
his T#rpcatine Pills, as the Gentleman by 
their Smell apprehended them to be, and 
as they after appear'd to a better Judge: 
The Swoelling {till encreaſing, and the 
poor Man in great Miſery, he *

his Landlord, the Tnn-keeper, with his 
Misfortune, and was by him perſwaded 
to ſend away preſently for a reputable 
Surgeon in the Neighbourhood, who in 
few Days unſtopp'd the Dam, that is, re- 
moved the Obſtruction of, and finiſh'd 
his Cure. The Patient having conceaPd, 
as he thought, both who he was, as well 
as where he lodg'd, took no farther No-

Upan which, the Gentleman, for 
fear his Repute might ſuffer by ſuch a 
Story taking Air, writes immediately to 
his Hoſt in Town, and orders him, for 
Peace fake, to go and pay the five Guineas, 
and take a Receipt for the ſame as he 
ſhould think fir, which was accordingly 
done; and Matters lay now quiet for 
about three Months, when a ſecond Let- 
ter was ſent down to let him know, that 
being in great want of Money, he was 
obliged to fend him Word, that there

he might ſee cauſe to repent pertiaps that 
he had not complied with the Contents. 
Hereupon the frighten'd Gentleman rides

new Invention. Thus the Quack M—z , 


in H G——, when he firſt ſet up this 
Trade, began with Book-writing, at leaſt 
printing Title Pages thereof inſtead of Bills, 
and poſting of them up in all parts of the 
Town; ſcarce the Trunk of an old Tree 
in Moorfields but could eccho forth the 
Praiſe: of his new Diſcovery to cure the 
Pox. This being worn threadbare, the 
famous Aty/a comes forth; now, by the 
way, my Dictionary tells me, this Atyla 
was a famous Warlike Scythian Prince, 
who kilPd himſelf with a Debauch, whe- 
ther by Wine or Women is not mention'd, 
either of them might bring him to the 
Gout, and that put him upon 2 
after a Remedy, which having difcover'd, 
and our, Doctor lighting upon his Original 
Manuſcript, where this Prince had enter'd 
it with his own Hand, very happily tound 
out the ſame. 0 
This Game being play'd a little while, 
not without the Loſs of ſome Lives, as the 
Town talks, there next appears a Powder 
to ſupply the Raſcally Jeſaits Bark [whoſe 
very Name has been enough to frighten 
many People away from it, and conſequent- 
ly to make them deſirous of any thing to 
ſupply its Place] which, however gather'd 
under 
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under the moſt fortunate Planet [as it was 
ſurmiſed] would not take at all. I had 
forgot to tell you, that long before this, 
we had a Grand Steritton [who this Ste- 
ricton was I know not, but take him to 
be a Foreigner, very probably related to 
King Atyla aforeſaid] an Elixir Exonerans ; 
and now, lately, we have a CHmical Eng- 
liſh Spirit [1 wiſh it may cure the Itch tor 
Novelties] to overcome the Leproſy, Itch, 
and all the Tribe of Cataneous Diſeaſes; 
and I dare believe, if he were to dreſs up 
a ary Poſt, and chriſten it Pantagogon, or by 
ſome other uncouth Appellation, ſetting 
forth its admirable Virtues, for this or the 
other Diſtemper, there would not want 
ſome ſhort - ſighted, or unthinking Cuſto- 
mers to enquire after it. 

Before | paſs on farther, I think it here 
expedieat to obſerve, that a late Quack has 
taken great Advantage to juſtify his Em- 
pirical Method of ſcribling over Books, 
bur eſpecially giving Bills about the Streets, 
by inſtancing the like Practice in Dr. 
Pechey, of the College of Phyſicians, and Dr. 
Salmon [as he calls him] likewiſe in Mr. 
Neeaham the Surgeon; he might have alſo 
added his Brother Martin, and Mr. Moor 
among the Apot becaries. For the firſt of 
theſe, I can only ſay I am ſorry that any 
Maa of a liberal Education, ſhould have 

| thus 
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thus di ſhonourꝰ'd his Profeſſion ; Tam ſure , 
he has been reprehended by the College 
for ſo doing; and if each of the learned 
Members thereof do number him there- N | 
fore among Quacks and Empirics, he muſt I 
blame no body but himſelf ; as for Salmon, 
he never was any other his whole Life- | 
time; the belt that can be ſaid of him is Ir 
this, that he was a good Cymiſt, but like I 2 
them, Empirical, Tmmethodital, and en- It 
tirely unacquainted with Rules of Art; f 
he was neither Surgeon nor Apothecary, nor 
would either of thoſe Corporations ever 
admit him a Member of their Societies, 
much leſs the Rœyal College of Phyſictans, 
altho' he pretended to be a great Profi- 
cient in all three; he was, indeed, a 
prone Friend to the Paper Manufacture, 
arge quantities of which he waſted in 
his Collections and Tranſcripts from other 
Writers; nor can it be ſaid truly, that he 
Was ever the real Author of one good 
Book, tho' he ſpoiled a great Number by 
his fooltſh Tranſ{arions, Alterations, Addi- 
tions, Comments, Explanations, or Anno- 
tations, together with the extravagant 
Characters of his Medicines, by which 
he has made his Readers pay five Shillings 
inſtead of one, and taught every one to 
be as much a Quack as himſelf, which he 
call'd their Birrh-righr, that is, a Right to 
pet, | 


or pretends, upon ſight of your Water, to 
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run from their own honeſt Mechanic Em- 
ploy ments, and fet up, under pretence of 
Doctors and Surgeons, to play with Peo- 
ples Lives. He might very well have left 
out Needham, who never was of any Re- 

te among the Surgeons, nor knew as 
ittle of the Art they profeſs ; but having 
raſhly deſtroy'd ſome of his Neighbours 
at one part of the Town, by thtowing 
them into Salivations, which was his Cure 
for almoſt all Diſeaſes, he was forced to 
fly into another, where he skulk'd [as I 
have heard] up and down, till having 
entirely forfeited the little Reputation he 
ever was Maſter of, he ſet up for Quack, 
giving Bills about Town to cure the Foul 
Diſeaſe * But ſurely after all this, admit- 
ting the Phyſicians have had a Pechey; the 
Surgeons a Netdham 'and a Martin; and 
the Apothecaries a Moor take Salmon who 
pleaſes] this I ſay, certainly, is a very pi- 
tiful Plea for this kind of Practice, ſince 
every of theſe have been juſtly reprehend- 
ed and condemned by their ſeveral Bodies 
or Societies, and treated alſo [as they 
have deſerved] no otherwiſe than with 
Scorn, Ignominy or Contempt. To pro- 
ceed now : Ce ax v.09

Man commits daily, and when ſome Gen- 
tlemen tell him that they had ſent him 
ſuch and ſuch Tryals of his Skill, as now 
related, perhaps abuſe him too, and call 
him ignorant Fellow, he is ſtill ready to 
take all in good part, and ſeldom retorts 
otherwiſe than with a Jeſt, as, What care 
me, me win your Money, me let you laugh. 
Another of this Tribe, has exercis'd 
more cunning, and got an Eſtate alſo by 
the knaviſh way of inſpecting the Urinal ; 
by whom, more than all others, the com- 
mon Pe-ple have been encourag'd to run 
about with their P/ Bottles, and even to 
bring them to Phy ſicians themſelves; not 
one of which, 'cis certain, could ever this 
way, give them half the Sarisiaction; for 
at the fit light, Fe diſcovers the Sexz the 
er, whether Married or a Virgin, how long

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they have been Sick to half a quarter of an 
Hour, as well as of what Diſtemper, toge- 
ther with divers other Circumſtances you 
would think impoſſible ; inſomuch that 
ſome of them have reported him to be a 
good Man, and has theſe Matters ſuper- 
naturally reveal'd to him; others, that he 
uſg Magic, which they. call the Black 
24 deals with the Devil, and there- 
ore they are almoſt afraid of him, fling-

This Urize-Propher's Cuſtom, as I heard 
it at the ſecond hand, from one who had 
it from his Servant, who had liv'd in the 
Houſe ſome time, and rho? ſworn to.

The Contrivance was this [a Cheat I 
find practis d many Ages paſt] he had al- 
ways an old Woman [ſometimes two or 
three, When Buſineſs was very fluſh] 
whom he named his Decoys, dreſt up in 
the Habit of a Nurſe, with an old Ri- 
dinghood and a Bottle of Piſs under ir, 
whoſe Buſineſs it was from nine to twelve 
Ng K 4 [the 
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[the Hours he gave out he would be ſpoke 
with] toattend in the common Waiting 
Room, and as any freſh Cuſtomer came 
in, ſhe was to ſift them, firſt telling her 
own Errand, that ſhe had broughr a 
Man's, Woman's, or Child's Urine, who 
had been Sick ſo long, of ſuch or ſuch an 
Uineſs ; then enquiring after theirs Lift 
did not open of their own acccordsg 
uſually this way, the good Women, and 
tatling Nurſes eſpecially, are very com- 
municative, and want little preſſing upon 
them for a Diſcovery J. The one lets 
her know ſhe was come about her Daugh- 
ter; a ſecond, her Husband; a third, her 
Son; a fourth, her Miſtreſs; a fifth, Mr. 
ſuch an one's Wife, Husband or Child, 
each having lain ſo long, of this or that 
Diſeaſe; deicribing preſently the ſeveral 
Sy mptoms. All this while the Dottor be- 
ing planted on the other fide the Parti- 
tion, baniſter'd a Top, whereby the Sound 
has eaſy Admittance, and his Peep-hole 
conveniently beſides ſo order'd, that he 
can both hear the Voice, and fee each 
particular Habit or Dreſs, at leaſt enough 
to know them preſently ; here he enters 
the Heads of each Complaint in his Mi- 
nute Book kept for that Purpoſe. - 
When Matters are thus prepar'd, the 
Doctor already dreſs'd, ſteals out at bis

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Back-door, comes round, and [as if juſt 
return'd from ſome of his Patients] knocks 
at the Fore-door, where the poor Fools 
through the Glaſs can plainly fee him.

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Here to ſhow yet more Cunning, and 
farther to ſpread his Fame, he calls for 
another, and, as before, ſtepping back to 
his Minutes to ſee that no Miſtake was 
committed, and to know what Heads of 


them ſhe belongs to, he juſt takes the 


Water into his Hand, and ftrait returns 
it: ſaying, Miſtreſs, what do you bring me 
this Water for, your Daughter can't recober 
without much difficulty ; 12 has, I find it at 
the Top of the Water, a defect from her 
Birth which can't be remedy ; ſhe is crooked 
and bunch'd out in her Breaſt, has a great 
Cough and Pain in her Side; ſhe "4 be 


purged, for ſhe has not had a Stool theſe five 
Das; her Pain is under her left Breaſt ; and 
it ſeems by the Water [which he now takes 
up again] to ſhoot quite through to her Back, 
All this while the poor Woman ſtands as 
one confounded ; at laſt, when he has de- 
ſcrib'd all to a tittle, ſhe cries, God bleſs 
your Worſhip, I am ſure by what you ſay, i 

any Man can cure her it muſt be your 2 
Pray good Doctor let me have ſome of your 
Medicines, for tho* I am a Working Woman, 
I ſhall think nothing too much for my Daugh- 
ters good. 

I have given you only a Taſte of theſe 
Peoples villainous Practices to amuſe and 
cheat you; for it were, doubtleſs, both 
uneaſy to my Reader, as well as tireſome 

to 
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to * ſelf, to repeat more of the ſame 
kind. 

Somewhat related to this Gang, was 
our late Conjuring Fortune- teller as well 
as Mater-Caſter Dr. 1 — in M—r-f—s, 
who had formerly carried a Yoke with 
Tubs from a Brew-houſe, and afterward 
kept a little Tippling Houſe on the Road- 
ſide: A Fellow ſo wretchedly Ignorant as 
not to know his Letters, yet boaſted, that 
by ſuch Pranks as theſe, he Jaid up two 
hundred Pounds a Year, and ſpent twice 
as much. I ſhall only relate one pleaſant 
Tale of him, which I have been inform'd, 
was the Foundation of his ſetting up for a 
Conjurer, a Fortune-teller, a Helper of Peo- 
ple to their ſtolen Goods; Ladies [and ſuch 
can aſſure you came frequently incog nito

ut are you ſure, Doctor, (for ſurely in 

a Matter of this vaſt Moment, tho? you 


are thus diſposd to play with human 
Life, we ought to have ſomewhat more 


than almoſt your Engagement) that by at- 
tempting thus at fometimes, and under 
ſome Circumſtances, we may not happen 
A, a to 
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to put out the Lamp, and then the Life 
of the Game muſt end in the Death of 
the poor Patient. 
Me are told by Phyſicians,” that Life 
conſiſts. in a due and orderly Circulation of 
the Blood; and that a Fever is an encreaſed 
Velocity, or diſorderly Motion therein. Now 
as in ſome States of this Fluid, and its 
containing Veſſels at theſe times, a 
DR of cold Water may happen to do 
no Miſchief, yet there are others, where- 
in it cannot ſafely be admitted ; and ſure- 
I ly there is a Medium neceſſary to be ob- 
ſerv'd in the Phyſical Adminiſtration. 
If ſome, through Prepoſſeſſion of Malig- 
nity, ſeizing the Spirits, in order to forti- 
- | fy Nature, as they imagine, have run into 
an extreme hot Regimen; muſt we, to 
e miſs that Rock, ſplit upon its oppoſite, 
e an exceeding cold one, or to avoid in- 
e | /aming, extinguiſh the Fever, and the vi- 
r, tal Flame together? When the Houſe is 
-in danger of being burnt down, we may 
throw in as much Water, as we can; but 
in if the Kitchin Fire only burns too briskly, 
and we are minded to be good Husbands 
of the Fuel, withdraw a little of the ſame, 
or pour on ſo much only, as will keep it 
within the deſired Bounds. 
As the Pulſe, rightly apprehended, is 
the belt Index to the Regimen, together 
| M 4 with 
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with the time of the Fever; ſo hence we 
learn, that as there may be ſuch, when a 
Glaſs of cold Water may do no hurt, there 
is another, when one of Vine may not 
only be allow'd, but is requir'd; in the 
timing of which Regimen, whether hot or 
cold, conſiſts the main Point, which you 
are pleas'd to call the Life of the Game: 
and not in quelling of the Fever, abſtracted 
from preparing the Matter, or carrying 
off the ſame, in ſuch manner as Nature 
indicates; who if left to her ſelf however 
at ſome times, would make very indiffe- 
rent. Work of it; and who frequently 
wants the Spar as well as Bridle, to bring 
the feveriſh Heat to ſuch Standard, as the 
Diſtemper ſhall require: by which you 
might have been inform'd, that as at one 
time my Glaſs of Vine would be the 
means of aggravating the Symptoms, ſo 
may yours of cold. Water, at another, be 
alſo fatal as a Draught: of Poyſon. 
Feuers, you own, are tick/:fh Things; 1 
ſuppoſe you mean full of Uncertainty, as 
alſo Danger, in their Nature and Events: 
Vet it ſeems the Sick has no more to do, 
but inſtead; of conſulting the Phyſician, or 
his Aſſiſtant the Apothecary, to ſend away 
to the Ciſtern, or to the Pump, for a good 
Draught of cola Water: Whence, fince 
the Publication of Febrifugum Magnum, 1 
21 Fo have 
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have known two poor Creatures, as ab 


ſolutely hurry'd out of the World, as if 


you, in another Station, had done the 
Office of an Executioner for them. 
Lou tell us, that the Fever muſt be re- 
mov'd by Sweating ; and that col Mater 
will promote this Sweat: but were we to 
grant this, is there no Time of preparing 
the Matter, to be carry'd off by ſuch E- 
vacuation ? If you have no Notion of -the 
Cocta non cruda mention'd by Hippocrates, 
thus to be ſent forth, give us leave (who 
pretend only to be Nature's Minifters, not 
her Maſters) to follow her Steps, and time 
ſuch her Evacuations; left whilſt ſhe 
(having a Matter to deal withal, incapa- 
ble of perſpiring) is providing for the 
Difcharge by ſome other Outlet, than the 
Pores of the Skin (which is frequently 
the Caſe in Critical Fluxes) we pervert 
the more ſuitable Secretion, and putting 
aſide this her Intention, deſtroy the Sick: 
All Fevers, you know, or ſhould know, 
having their Seaſons or Times of Begin- 
ning, Augment, State and Declenſion, are 
in each, to be differently regarded, as is 
particularly manifeſt in that of the Small 
Pox, where the forcing an intempeſtive 
Sweat, like yours, too early, or before 
the previous Separation of the diſeaſy Mat- 


ter, calld by Phyſicians the morbid Parti- 


cles, 


SS 
cles, which is ſolely her own Work, would 
be fo far from the Life of the Game, un- 
leſs that were to conſiſt in the Death of 
the Patient, that it muſt in all likelihood 
be his Deſtruction; the ſame in all others, 
there being very few truly Critical or Sa- 
lutary Sweats, to be obtain'd thus early; 
but it ſeems whether Critical or Sympto- 
matical, is alike to you; if you can but 
make them ſweat, all is to go well; or 
being diſappointed, we are to pour in 
more Water, till the Fever is quelłd, or 
the Flame extinguiſh'd. In this indeed 
we muſt own you run counter to old 
Nurſe, who with a Load of Bedcloaths, 
cloſe Curtains, Sack and Saffron, Treacle 
and Mithridate, ſtrives thus unſeaſonably 
to bring out a Sweat, which being for 
ſame time unable to procure, ſhe goes on, 
till the miſerably ſick Perſon is all on 
Fire, and burnt as we may ſay, to Death. 
Whilſt you on the other, are for drowning 
the Fever firſt at once; not by throwing 
him into the Water, but this latter into 
him, where the Fever and the Water are 
to ſtruggle for a Victory; and if through 
the Strength of Nature, as in other Caſes 
of dangerous and doubtful Experiments, 
try'd the ſame way, the Maſtery, as the 
common People phraſe it, is obtain'd, or 
a Critical Sweat happens to break forth, 


and 
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and reſcue the Patient, the cold Water 
bears away the Bell ; but if ſhe is too 


languid to rouze and ſhake off the Ene- 


my, or the Fever and Life together put to 
Flight, yet have the Deceaſed and his 
Friends this Comfort, that if he dy'd not 
ſecundum Artem, however by the DireCtion 

of a Reverend Divine. 

Thus, Sir, you ſee it is very apparent, that 
both YHehrophilus and Pyrophilus, tor I 
know you muſt be a Scholard, by the Ti- 
tle of your Treatiſe, can do Execution in 
their Turns, the one equally with the 
other. 1 

You have given Proof of your great 
Reading, in citing many learned Writers 
on this Subject of Fevers; but, have hap- 
pen'd to overlook the beſt, at leaſt the ſafeſt 
Guide to us therein, I mean Lommius, 
who wrote almoſt two Centuries paſt, 
but has been lately reviv'd by the Direc- 
tion of a famous Phyſician, now living. 
Had you conſulted this good old Author, 
you might have inform'd your ſelf when 
your Febrifuge might be ſerviceable, and 
when pernicious, in ſpeaking whereof, 
he delivers. himſelf thus, as you will find 
in his ſaid Book De Curandis Febribus 
continuts, Sectio Tertia, Cap. an. Pagina 
1725. 2 1 .

But as yours was intended for-the com- 
mon Reader, ſo ſhould the Anſwer alſo 
be ſuited to his Capacity: Referring you 
therefore, learned Sir, to this Author, for 
de your better Inſtruction, I will proceed 
is for his Information, to let him know, that 
this worthy Phyſician forbids cold Mater 
to be given either in the beginning, or En- 
creaſe of a Fever : allowing it principally, 
if not ſolely in the State, or when the ſame 
is at its Height, when the Matter is 
ready to be carry'd off, by ways fitted 
thereunto. That it is chiefly ſerviceable 
in the Cholerick or Bilious Fevers, when the 
Pulſe is ſtrong, the Patient young, the Ha- 
bit of Body vegete or luſty ; the Bowels free 
from Obſtructions, the Seaſon temperate, 
| or 
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or rather warm, the Patient accuſtom d to 
a ſober way of Life, and uſed to the ſame, 

On the contrary, it is dangerous in the 
Beginning, where there is a low and weak 
Pulſe, Obſtructions of the Viſcera, whether 
from Phlegm or Melancholy, the one termed 
Oedema, the other Schirrus; and in gene- 
ral if the Sick be either Cachefick, or Hy: 
dropick; alſo where there is Inflammation 
of the ſaid Parts, whether Phlegmon or 
Ery/ipelas in antient People, and Winter 
Seaſons, the Patient moreover accuſtom d 
to Spirituous or hot Liquors. 

And thus far you have the Opinion of 
an honeſt and skilful Practitioner, as to 
Water Drinking, in continual Fevers : for 
in thoſe which are intermitting, he entirely 
forbids the ſame, as you may collect from 
his own Words here ſet down.

Good Sir, reflect a little upon the many 


Accidents, which may happen by this 


precipitated Performance of yours, not 
only in Fevers, which you juſtly remark 
carry off the greater Number of our Peo- 
ple, but in other Diſeaſes, we ſhall come 
to preſently. | 

It is an Obſervation among Phyſacians, 


that no one dies of an Intermittent properly 


ſo call d, unleſs in the cold Fit: for if Na- 
ture be ſtrong enough to break the Cohe- 
ſion, and ſet at liberty the agnating Fluids 
in the Capillary Veſſels, ſo that the Circu- 
lation may be carry'd on, the Sick eſcapes 
the Danger of that particular Paroxyſm. 
But you ſay the cold Water will ſtir her 
up, and put her on the utmoſt Effort, to 
ſhake of the Enemy by a Sweat: and I, 
that hereby ſhe is like to have a farther 
dead Weight upon her, when you know 
that a Vis unita, may be employ'd, as well 
to kill as cure; doubtleſs if the Difficulty 
ſhould happen to be ſurmounted, it will be 
rather an Argument of her Strength, than 
her pretended Aſſiſtant's Prudence.

Whether or no you were aſleep 
or in a Dream, hen this Diſcovery was 
made; as one of your Opponents takes 
upon him to prove, or a Delirium, the 
Dream of a Perſon waking, is not cer- 
tain; but a moſt undoubted Proof of 
your being a meer Novice in Phyſick, 
and but a Smatterer, as you have acknow- 
ledg'd, in Philoſophy. 8

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Eſcapes of ſome Perſons in Fevers, 
coveting, and having their Deſires grati- 
ty'd by thoſe about them, with cold Ma- 
ter, and other Liquors. Thus one ſteals 
from his Nurſe, even in the Height of a 
Delirium, and takes a good Swig of cola 
Mater or Small Beer, gets to Bed again, 
where he falls into a Sweat, and happens 
to recover, though juſt before given over, 
as they call it, by his Phyſician: Whilſt 
another guzzles down as much Cyger,

to the Purſuit of their own Appetites, 
than the Doctor's Preſcriptions.

thit gives us Breath : and of this, that 
ſurely gives the beſt, which is beſt ſuited, 
in its Rarity or Denſity, with other Qua- 
lities too tedious to inſiſt on here, to the 
Make of the Veſiculæ in the Lungs, the 


Degrees of Coheſion in the Parts of the 


Blood, and other Flumours, with the Spring 
of the Fibres, and their Power of Con- 
traction and Subſidence, for dilating the 
Cheſt. Thus ſome Aſt hmaticks breath beſt 
in a Chimney Corner, among the Smoak of 
Coals, whilſt the Generality are cho d up, 
as they expreſs themſelves, by the ſame, 
and bear no other than the open, clear, 


an thin one of the Country, unable to lie, 


even one Night, in Town; ſome love the 


Froft, whilſt others long for the advance of 
| the Sun, and cannot ſuffer a Window or Door 


to be open d, till the approach of Sum.

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And thus far of the Temper of the 
Atmoſphere or Air, with the Fabrick of 


the Lungs, there being another Impedi- 
ment, owing to the Nature of the Hu- 


mour therein congeſted and impacted, 
which in ſome is thick and tenacious, ob- 
ſtructing the Bronchiæ, as moſt common 


to Athmatick Patients: in others thin and 


ſerous, conſtantly dripping down the Wind- 
Pipe, and exciting thereby very great 


Diſturbance; which is uſually the Caſe 
of thoſe in the beginning of an obſtruc- 


ted Perſpiration, calld 8 cold, or 
the Catarrh: Now as in the former the 


Indication is for attenuating or incidi 
the tough and glutinous Humour, name 
Phlegm, for its more eaſy Expectoràtion:

. calld Concoction, that the fame by the 
Cough, now leſs fatiguing, may alſo be 
brought up, and the Lungs freed of the 


Diſturbance thereby occaſioned.

Now as a Draught of cold Water may 

be well enough ſuited to one of theſe, 


ſo, to another, it will be prejudicial. In 


the hot and dry Temperament, with a thin 
Defluxion, the Patient not too far ad. 
vauc d in Tears, nor uſed to ſpirituous Li. 
quors, the Pulſe not over. much depreſs'd ; 
in the hyſterick, ſuffecative, or ſpaſmodick 
Aſthma, a Draught of cold Water is an 
admirable Remedy, far exceeding one of 
Wine, which in theſe Caſes is detrimen- 
tal, and would encreaſe the Malady : But 


in the Cold and Phlegmatick with a Lentor 


in the Blood, the Hydropick, in antient 
People, with a low, weak, and ſtarce per- 
ceptible Pulſe, continually accuſtom'd to the 


ſipping of ſtrong Waters, the lite Fulap . 


may over-ſet : ſo that at this Juncture, a 
little Wine for the Lungs fake, as well 


as that of the Stomach, ſhould be ad- 


mixd; at leaſt, good Sir, for once, ſuffer 
a burnt Cruſt to be put into the Water, 
to correct the Crudity, ſome time before; 
and at the time of Drinking, one of your 


own Toaſts thin ſliced, very well broum d. 


and tender baked (as they cry Ox Cheek 
SIT, ; — 
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clap'd hot into the Glaſs, eſpecially in cold 
Weather, to allay, not the potential, 
but the au Chill thereof, and thus 
much of the Aſtbma. 

In reſpect to walking for a Wager, with 
a Pint of cold Water in Stomach, 1 
never try'd it. To a Perſon in good Health, 
and temperate in his Life, it may poſſibly 
do better, than to ſet out with ſo much 
Wine: Cuſtom at theſe times, as well as 
othors, muſt not be overlook d. But were 
I to walk with you, till we (being on 
equal Foot as to Strength and all other 
Points) were both walk'd down and ſpent, ' 
at our Journey's End you ſhould have 
half a Pint, or a Pint if you pleas'd, of 
the ſame Cordial, being now warm'd, and 
a Toaſt according to your own Heart's 
Deſire, nicely cut, and curiouſly brown'd 
as aforeſaid, whilſt I rook the like Quan- 
rity of Palm Canary, or other generous 
Wine, and being both of us thus refreſh'd,

This Diſcovery of the refreſhing Ver- 
tues of warm Water, is, I muſt own, a 
notable Invention, -and would ſave poor 
People, who lay out, great Part of their 
Hire at theſe times, in ftrong Liquors, 
much Money ſurely.

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I fear, is to convince one of theſe poor 
labouring Fellows, their waſted Spirits 
can be thus recruited, after a hard Day's 
Work, or when hot and thirſly, faint or 
languid through the ſame : I dare ſay theſe 
filly. Creatures would be ready to fly in 
your Face, ſhould you preach this Doc- 


trine at the Keys or Ware-houſes of Mer- 
chants, (where they are at work, with. 


heavy Burdens on their Shoulders, or 
craning up their Goods) and tell you, you 
may keep your Water, both cold and hot, 
for your own Uſe; or work but a few 
Hours, as they do, and then try the Ex- 
periment : for they are ſure it would ei- 
ther kill them downright, or ſurfeit them, 
not knowing, that if it ſhould be but 4 
ſmall Surfeit, they may cure themſelves 
with a Dram or two of Brandy, but if a 
bad one, they muſt drink more Water.

Pardon me, good Sir, before I proceed; 
as you have pur a very wiſe Queſtion to 
the Phyſicians, whether they ever cur'd 
a Patient of the Small Pox or Meaſles, 
when the Small Pox and Meaſles never 
appeared? fo to be even, I offer this 
to you, if ever you viſited 'one under 
colick Pains, that could lie ftill ? Do 
they not tumble and toſs about, juſt as you 
adviſe, ſometimes to one ſide of the Bel 
ſometimes to the other, lean forward, lean 
backward? &c. Yes, you'll ſay, but they 
don't ftand on their Heads, or ride about 
the Streets in Coaches, to ſettle the Peri- 
ſtaltick Motion of the Bowels. | 
But how confident ſoever you are of the 
Succeſs, having never tryd it your ſelf, 
till we ſee your Reverence thus at Cam- 
bols on your Head, with your Heels in 
the Air, or at He- Sau upon a Log, with 
a Quart of cold Water in your Guts, to 
ſettle Periſtaltick, we mult ſuſpend our 
Belief, notwithſtanding its Properties of 
diluting, cooling, mollifying, much better 
than the hot ſulphurous Waters, that bake 
the Humours, occaſioning the ſame, and 
. them much more difficult to ex- 
per. . | | 
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Here, Sir, you have betray'd the moſt 
groſs Ignorance that ever Man did, it be- 
ing confirm'd to us, by daily Experience, 
that we have not ſo noble a Remedy, in 
the cold, ſtubborn, pituitous, allo in 
ſome nervous Colicks, as theſe Waters 
you are finding Fault with, drank warm 


rom the Pump: nor in many of the In. 


fammatory, in the Nephritick, uſually of 
that Kind, or in the Vitreous and Phleg- 
»matick, a more hazardous one, than old 
Mater: ſo that unleſs in ſome bilious, fla- 
tulent, or hyſterick, where the ſame is ſuited 
to allay the Efferveſcence of the Bile, and 
reduce the Outrage of the Spirits, it is 
not allowable. 

Isa the common wyindy Colick, when, 
by Force of the Convullion, the inferiour 
part of the Inteſtine is drawn up into 


the Superiour, which the common Peo- 


ple call the twiſting of the Guts, the peri- 
ſtaltick Motion is entirely inverted, and 
the Patient ſometimes, through the Vio- 
lence thereof, caſts up his Excrements by 
the Mouth: Whence the Medical Inten. 
tion is firſt, of all, to take off the Irri- 
tation, and then by ſome brisk'Cathartick, 
or ſharp Clyſter, to invite Nature to exone- 
rate the right way. If the Diſeaſe con- 
tinues, ſome have given, I do not ſay a 
Quart, but a quarter of a Pint or more of 


 Quaick- 
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 Qaickſibver, adviſing the Patient to ſtand, 


by no means on his Head, but his Feet, 
or to walk about a few Turns in his 
Chamber, that by the Weight of the 
Medicine, .this Inverſion may be taken 
off: but I dare ſay, no Man before your 
ſelf, ever dream'd that 1 on the 
Head, was the way to ſtay the Vomiting, 
open the Obſtruction, or perſuade Peri- 
ſtaltick to remove downwards. 

I have heard indeed of thoſe, who ha- 
ving taken. in too much Water by falling 
into the ſame, were held up by the Heels, 
that it might run out at their Mouths ; 
but never before now, of any ſet upon 


their Heads, that the ſame might be diſ- 


charged by their Fundaments. | 
In all of the Inflammatory Kind, not 
ſpeedily taken off; the Tragedy ends 
uſually ina Gangrene of the Guts ; ſo that 
in one Senſe, your Prognoſtick, confidently 
declaring it would do the Work, I mean a 
Quart of cold Water, might be ſtrictly ve- 
rify*d, the ſame now working as certain 
Deſtruction, as an Ounce of Opium. 
Having juſt before obſerv'd the Ne- 
phritick Colick, I ſhall ſpeak next of the 
Stone : but here alſo our Author of the 
Quack has ſaved us the Labour of diſtin- 
guſhing this Diſeaſe, and its Remedies, 
which are to be of one Sort, viz. cleanſing 
O 2 or 
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or deterging out of the Fit; and undef + 
the ſame, demulcing, ſoftening or relaxing : 
How far Water in general, uſed Fr, 2 
lactically, may ſecure from the Diſeaſe, is 
not the Diſpute here; but that there are 
petrifying Waters, as well as Zartarous 
Mines and other Liquors, thereunto diſpo- 
fing, is manifeſt to any one, who will (as 
Dr. Mead obſerves, remarking poiſonous 
Springs, in his Eſſays of Poyſons) look into 
the Tex-Kertles of our Gentle women. 
At Paris, he ſays, it is obſerved of the 
River Sein, that the Pipes through which 
the Water is carry'd, are in time incruſ- 
tated, and ſtop'd up by them; and that 
the Inhabitants are more ſubject to the 
Stone than moſt other Cities. But let 
the Water be never fo pure, the actual 
Coldneſs thereof muſt be detrimental to 
a Perſon under a Fit of the Stone, unleſs 
you can prove that cold Water relaxes, 
and takes off the Tenfion of the Fibres, 
more than that which is warm; or is en- 
dued with a more lubricating Virtue, by 
which the ragged Stone impacted in the 
tender Ureters, may with more Eaſe or 
Facility deſcend into the Bladder, which 
is the chief phyſical Intention at this 
Juncture. | 
The next we ſhall ſpeak to, ſhall be 
thoſe of the Rheumatiſm and Gout, 3 
1 
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if you only hint, that the uſe of Water 
would better preſerve from theſe Diſtem- 
pers, than Hine or Malt Liquors, I rea- 
dily join Iſſue, that a light and pure Ele- 
ment of this kind, free from wetallick Par. 
ticles, and mineral Salts of all Kinds, (not 
thoſe from Wells or Pumps as with us) 
may prove the better Liquor to quench 
Thirſt, and anſwer the other Ends of 

a Vehicle, to convey the groſſer Parts of 
our Aliment through the ſeveral Canals : 


but under a Fit of the Diſeaſe, which is 


inflammatory like them, I take it to be as 
hazardous as in the Qumnſy, or Plenrify 
before-mention'd, notwithſtanding your 
Reverence's contrary Belief: fo far from 
| diſſolving the Viſcoſity or Sigines in the 
Blood, and taking off the Tention of the 
membranous Parts thereby ariſing, as to 
increaſe them, together with the farther 
Obſtructions of the Blood Veſſels. But 
having ty'd my ſelf up to two or three 
Sheets of Paper, it muſt not be expected 
I ſhould lay down a Regimen of Practice, 
where I intended only to refute ſome Er- 
rors therein: To go on with which 

In reſpe& to the Gout, as I thank a 
kind Providence I know nothing of it, 
by Experience in my ſelf, ſo neither from 
the Writings of Phyficians, nor my own 


Obſervations on thoſe therewith afflicted, 


O 3 have 
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have I yet been able to form ſuch an Idea of 
its Eſſence, as will juſtify any certain Me- 
thod of Practice: altho T am not unac- 

uainted with many boaſted Remedies, 
ome trifling and ridiculous, ſome dange- 
rous, and all uncertain; ſo that my Judg- 
ment centers here, vig. that the Joints be- 
ing, as I may ſay, the proper ſecretory Or- 


gans, or the Loca naturaliter deponenda, of . 


the peccant Matter of the Diſeaſe, or which 
is there ſeparated and laid down, the beſt 
way for the poor Patient at theſe times, 
is to practiſe as much as poſſible, the 
Virtue entituling him to that Name, till 
the ſame being perſpired, the Parts again 
recover their enfeebled Tone; for unleſs 


we could deſtroy the Fomesof the Diſtem- 


per, Nature is by no Means to be inter- 
rupted, in her Diſcharge thereof upon 
the extreme Parts. And as no one dies 
thereof, at leaſt rarely, whilſt the ſame is 
here ſituate; ſo no one is ſafe in trying 
of Experiments, either to divert the Fit, 
or derive the Matter thereof, by other 
ways: Whence it ſeems to me, that the 
vital Indication is the principal, if not 
the ſole Intention to be regarded by the 
Phyſician, leſt a Metaſtaſis, which I 
doubt not, Sir, you very well underſtand, 
being a 3 rn \hronge ſhould en- 
ſue, and the Malady here n fy 
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back to the Head, at once eclipſing the 
animal Functions; to the Breaſt, and 
there as fatally cramping the Organs of 
Reſpirations. The Stomach or Bowels, and 
there acting as fatal a Tragedy, by the 
Convulſions of the ſame: When alas! 
What would not the now more miſera- 
ble Sufferer give, to compound for a Re- 
turn of his old Adverſary, by cutting, 
burning, or other Torture of his Limbs, 
it being ſo much better, as you have 
phraſed it in the wringing of the Noſe, 


to have a ſore Toe, than a ſore Head, 


Breaſt, or Belly ? # 

But you tell us, you are pretty well ſa- 
tisfy'd, that a good Doſe of cold Water 
would have the ſame Effect, as generous 
Wines; abſorbing the gouty Salts, perſpi- 
ring ſome, and lodging the reſt on the ex- 


treme Parts, more than any hot Medicines. 


Good God ! that any one who was not 
under the Diſcipline of Straw, Stripes, 
and a Bedlam Management, ſhould even 
propoſe an Experiment, as fatal in its 
* Conſequence, as keeping the Patient a 
quarter of an Hour under Water, or 
ſuſpending him in the Air, for as long 
time, with a Roap about his Neck. 

Alas! Sir, if a poor deluded Wretch, 
not capable of fathoming this Sameneſs 
of Wine and Water, in their Effects, the 
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Philoſophy of abſorbing the gouty Salts, 
— — ſending others about 
their Buſmeſs, or to their old Quarters, 
ſhould, upon your being thus pretty well 
ſatisfy d with its Excellencies, take down 
the deadly Draught, and go off the Stage 
convulſed, as in likelihood might fall out; 
would your telling his Relations, you 
ſpoke it only in the way of Speculation, 
make Atonement for the Homicide 4 Or 
does your Pretext of Soukſaving autho- 
rize your Deſtruction of its Domicel, to 
ſet that at liberty? _ 

You tell us indeed you have talked fool 
:/bly of this Diſtemper, as I think of all 
the reſt, but there may be thoſe equally 
fooliſh, to believe you for- your Cloth 
ſake, being an antient and reverend Di- 
vine, under whoſe Directions, they may 
be apt to think themſelves, ſafer, giving 
Advice out of Charity, and taking no- 
thing of them, than the Phyſicians, who 
make them pay for it; but to proceed 
a little farther upon this Subject. 

If Vander Heiden, you ſay, recommends 
cold Mater to preſerve from the Gout, you 
conclude, if he judge right, to dip the 
Hands and Feet of gouty Perſons, cannot 
be bad, en Matter flying to the Parts, 
where the Skin is ſoften d, the capillary Ar- 
teries cool'd and moiſten d, and render d 
. more 
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more open to evacuate the Humonrs. As 


to which, if Vander Heiden recommended : 


cold Water Dipping, as a Preſervative 


from, it was on an oppoſite View of Har-

| Yet whatever might be Vander's 
Thoughts, or whether he thought right 
or wrong they are mine, that wherever 
the Seed of this Diſeaſe lies hid, cold 
Water cannot be ſafe at any time, much 
Teſs if the Ferment was ſtirr'd up, and about 
to ſhew it ſelf, when I ſhould of the two, 
rather direct the Patient to dip both his 
Hands as well as his Feet, into that which 
was warm, in hopes of inviting the Mat- 
2 to theſe Parts, for fear, as I obſerv*d 
but now, it ſhould fall on thoſe more no- 
ble: and that this Intention is anſwered 
by hot, not cold Water, is evident 
to all but Dr. Hancock, who know 'tis 
the Property of the latter to harden the 
Skin, fout up the Pores, and drive back . 
the inflowing Humour : but you, it ſeems, 
upon Occaſion, can run counter to Reaſon 
and Philoſophy; and to ſerve a Turn, 
blow hot or cold: can make hot Water 
repel, indurate or harden, whillt cold {hall 
attract, attenuate, relax or mollify. 1

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And this will naturally lead me to ſpeak 
a few Words, I hope not unſeaſonably, 
upon the Affair both of Water-Drinking, 
and Water-Dipping, as well hot as cold. 
The Requiſites to which, at leaſt ſuch as 
ſhould encourage Phylicians to recom- 
mend them, are Matters of that vaſt Mo- 
ment, and ſometimes difficulty to come 
at, that they may be reckon'd as ticłle 
Things, (pardon, good Sir, my Freedom 
with your Phraſe,) as even Fevers them- 
ſelves ; and the indiſcriminate Uſe of ei- 
ther by the common People, without the 
previous Conditions duly weigh'd, or 
_ Circumſtances conſider'd, either favouring 
or diſcouraging thereof, has been attend- 
ed with ſo many untoward Accidents, or 
miſchievous Conſequences, that with me 
it has been ſometime queſtionable, whe- 
ther they have not done more Harm than 
Good; or if it had not been better, they 
had never been reviv'd among us. | 
The /trittum & laxum of the Solids, 
the different Degrees of Coheſion in the 
Fluids, the Force of the Heart, and the 
Diſpenſe of the nervous Fluid, the Con- 
dition tlie Bowels are in at the ſame time, 
whether prone on the one hand, to in- 
fiammatory Diſorders, or on the other, to 
Schirroſities or phlegmatick Congeſtions ; 
theſe, 
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theſe, I ſay, are Matters of that Nicety, 
that no Fool I am ſure, nor I fear every 
* Phyſician, duly conſiders, in giving this 
Advice : nor 1s it eaſy, if poſſible, in ſome 
Caſes to determine what Degree of Heat 
or Cold, what Weight of Water, and of 
how long Continuance, or Repetition of 
the ſame, are requir*d to reſtore the Loſt 
Equilibrium, that the one act not too 
powerfully for the other. For as a juſt De- 
gree of Warmth will ſuitably relax, or of 
Cold harden, and give a due Tenſity to 
the Fibre, as well as to the Tone of the 
Blood; ſo will another in Exceſs, on 
either ſide the Queſtion, ſoften beyond the 
Power of Reſtitution, or harden to a Ri- 
gidity, whence they may be render'd 
equally uſeleſs. 
is for want of this Regard, that one 
under a particular State of Relaxation, 
with firm or ſound Viſcera, plunges into 
cold Water, whence the weaken'd Fibre 
recovering its Spring or tonick Principle, 
the Fabrick is again ſet on a good Foot. 
A ſecond, encourag'd by this Example, 
and fancying his Caſe alike, goes in alſo, 
and repeating the Experiment, is ſo far 
from receiving Advantage, that he daily 
grows worſe, or goes in perhaps with a 
{mall Tremor, and comes out with a Pa- 
ralyſis: and now the Tables are may.

he poſts away to the hot Baths for Re. 
lief, or ſuffers himſelf to be carbonado'd 


at the Bagnio's at home, where to my 


Knowledge, if one has been benefited, 
three or four have alſo been ruin'd, for 
want of due Circumſpettion. Here too, 
TI mean our Baths at Bath, we have our 
Hits of Fortune. The cold and phlegmatich, 
the cachefick, the ſurfeited Debauchee 
with, Wine and Venus, come down with 
ſhatter'd Tenements, and often find Ma- 
terials well ſuited, to ſhoar up, at leaſt 
for ſome longer Time; whilſt the hot 
and Hhectical, under the ſame Expecta- 
tion, are diſappointed, and ſoon demo- 
lIiſh'd. One goes with ſtiffen'd Liga- 
ments or contracted Joints, upon his 
_ Crutches, after ſome broken Limb or 

Wrench of the fame: He baths, pumps, 
and: perhaps drinks too, with that won- 
derful Relief, that leaving his Supports 
behind him, he returns without them, 
remarkably recover'd. A {ſecond goes 
without, although perhaps lamely, and 
undergoes the like Diſcipline ; but for 
want of a right Knowledge of his Caſe, 
as Whether of a hot or cold Temperament, 
the Diſeaſe diſpoling to Oedema, Schirrus, 
or to Phlegmon ; ſo it happens, that the 
dormant Ferment being rouzed by the ad- 
ditional Motion, and Heat of the ſulphu-

reous Water, inſtead of the former good 
Succefs, an r= or Apoſteme enſues, the 


Bones are found carious or rotten, he 
buys or borrows Crutches to come back, 
where the Diſcharge from a fiſtulous or 


ſinuous Ulcer, ſoon exhauſting the Remain- 


der of his Strength, he drops under a 
Conſumption. 

Misfortunes of another Kind I have 
known enſue the dipping a Limb or 


Member in cold Water, ſtrained, bruis'd 


or otherwiſe pained, without regard to 
the State of the Blood, Age, Tempera- 
ment, or other Circumſtances ; where if 
one ſucceeding, at leaſt receiving no De- 


triment, whoſe Fibres have been ſtrong, 


and Heat vigorous; another in Years, 


of a cold Temperament, whoſe muſcular 


Fibres, as well as thoſe of the Veſſels, 
have not been able under the Preſſure 
and intenſe Coldneſs, to protrude the now 
{ſtagnant Fluids, a Stupor has come on, 
and a Mortification quickly after carry'd 
off the Patient. | EI 5 
The laſt I ſhall take Notice of, is the 
Cholera Morbus, a Diſtemper the moſt 
acute of all the reſt, by which I have 
ſeen many a ſtrong Man, in good Health 
to Appearance one Day, and dead the 
next. And here you tell your Reader 
that a good large Doſe of cold Water 

would 
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would do better than Yomits or Purges * 
I believe much alike, z. e. hazard the Life 
of the Patient; but who, good Sir, that 
was not beſide himſelf, would offer either 
at Purging or Vomiting, in a Diſeaſe con- 
ſiſting of Yoth: and where the utmoſt of 
our Endeavours are often ineffectual, to 
put a Stop to either? The leaſt Addition 
of a Stimulus at this time, would be ſo 
al from quelling, as to enrage the Ma- 
ady. | 

Dr. Sydenham indeed prudently adviſes 
waſhing . the whole Ductus Alimentalis, 
not with cold Water, but chicken Water 
warmed, with a Deſign of aſſiſting Na- 
ture, by diluting, ſoftening, and attem- 
perating the Bile, to make the Diſcharge 
more eaſy, or leſs fatiguing, ſheathing 
the Paſſages from the outrageous Salts, 
and blunting their Efferveſcency: Which 
being thus waſh'd off and diſcharg'd, to 
bridle the Orgaſm of the Spirits, and 
check the further Evacuation, Reſtrin- 
gents, or rather Edulcorants and Ab 
ſorbents, mix'd with Opiates, - finiſh the 
Cure, at leaſt palliate, till ſuch time as 
the morbid Reliques may be more ſafely 


carry*d out of the Blood, by ſuitable Eva- 
cuations. 


But 
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But you ſay, if the Water puts the 
Patient into a Sweat, (whether cold or 
hot, is not ſet down) it will be a Step 
to the Cure. You know, Sir, we have a 
Saying, F ſomewhat falls out, we are to 
have abundance of Larks; but what if 
that ſhould not happen ? why then we 
are to go without them. 

I might obſerve to you, that among 
the common People, labouring under this 
Sickneſs, Phyſicians have little room to : 
ſerve them; for being ſeized perhaps | 
over Night, and taking ſuch their Eva- 1 
cuations to be critical, Nature now en- 
deavouring to throw off ſomewhat that 
has diſagreed, they think ſhe may do the 
Work thus left to her ſelf, and they are 
to be the better for it afterwards; but 
perceiving the ſame too many for them, 

and themſelves, as they expreſs it, quite 

run down, in the Moraing they call for 
Help, where we frequently find them 
cramp d in their Limbs, ſtiff and convuls'd, 

cold Sweats, with a Pulſe ſcarcely, if at 

| all perceptible, the Voice inward and hoarſe, 
7 being ſpent with their Complaints, and | 
4 ready to give up the Ghoſt, as the By- | 
FE; Standers word it. Now ſurely, Sir, a | [ 
; Draught of cold Water, at leaſt at this A 
time, would be cold Comfort: Nay I queſ-. 
tion whether your Elixir Vitæ it ſelf, a 
5 Draught | 
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Draught of warm, with one of your own 
Toaſts, would be able to bring back the 
departing Spirit. But you ſay it ſhould 
be given at firſt, which Ithink is the time 


of adminiſtring the Warm, and which, at 


fome times, I have directed, being readieſt 
at hand, as a Subſtitute for the chicken Wa- 


ter, both in Glyſters and alfo Draughts, as 


a Diluent and Abſorbent; after which, 
Sir, when the Conflict draws towards an 
End, and Nature much tir'd by the ſame, 
the Oil ſpent, and the Lamp near expi- 
ring, let us, for once, allow the poot 
Wretch at leaſt a-Sup of ſome good hot 
Wine, rather than warm Water, affording 
doubtleſs a fitter Pabulum, for what they 
call their vital Spirits. 

But hold, I am ſurely out of the way, 
and find I have been encountering a Sha. 
dow: for as you tell us before, cold Ma. 
ter, for ought you know, might be a 
Step, and that you only fancy it would 
ſtop the Vomiting ; the Concluſion ends 
here, that you know nothing of the Matter, 
ſpeaking only by Gueſs and uncertain Rea- 
ſoning ; and truly it was ſcarce poſſible 
you could have given us a more evident 
Demonſtration of your Ignorance than 
you have done, reaſon'd more ſimply, or 
gueſs'd wider of the Mark.
